Pinks give you a rainbow of flowers 
right up to frost—plus handsome 


foliage long after flowers are gone 


L you’ve never grown pinks before, this could be a grand 
time to get acquainted with them. You still have time to 
plant them this spring. Young plants, set out now, will start 
blooming this summer and brighten your garden until frost. 

You can get flower colors ranging from snow white to the 
deepest of velvety reds. Some of the lighter blooms are edged 
or splashed with crimson, while others are the purest of pale 
lilac. Nearly all have a spicy clove fragrance. The plants 
themselves are neat, compact, and amazingly hardy. The 
foliage remains green long into winter, even in the north. 

Because there is so much variety in the pink family, there 
is also a tumbling confusion of variety names and classes. Te 
be sure you get the type that best suits your needs, take a 
look at these basic groups before you select varieties. 

Cheddar pinks: Shortest of the family, varieties ranging 
from 3 to 12 inches high. Rose-colored flowers mostly single, 
Foliage is a blue-green, mat thick. Blooms through June. 
Spiciest fragrance of all the pinks. Excellent for rock gardens. 

Maiden pinks: Grow 4 to 15 inches high. Flower colors 
include red, white, pink, and each flower has a crimson eye. 
Blooms in June and July. Petals are sharply notched. Dense, 
feathery foliage forms a flat carpet of foliage. 

Grass or Cottage pinks: Grow to 18 inches. Small one- 
inch flowers are single or partially double. They are usually 
bright pink with a darker center. Foliage is blue-gray and 
quite dense. Bloom in late spring, sometimes repeating in 
midautumn. 

Sweet-william: Grows 12 to 18 inches high. Forms a dis- 
tinctive flower head of many tiny flowers [ Turn to page 41 blue. 
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Singles, like these dollar-size blooms, offer sharp color 
contrasts to brighten the edge of any bed. Flowers with 
dark eyes and vivid hues are framed in crisp, green foliage 
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Blooms on the tall carnation-type pinks give a regal accent 
to a garden. And when the frost takes the flowers, the rich 
green foliage will continue to define the perennial border

\\ hen your physician writes a prescription and 
hands it to you, what isthe first thing you do 
with it? 

You take peek at it. If you’re human, you do. 

A lot of good that does you! Maybe you can de- 
cipher an everyday word or two, but you're 
stopped cold by strange terms and baffling ab- 
breviations such as “‘S., q.s., t.i.d.,ss.” If it makes 
any sense to you, you’re an exceptional patient. 
It’s only natural to be curious about a medicine 
you’re going to swallow. What is it? What is it 
supposed to do for you? Why does your pharma- 
cist give your prescription such careful scrutiny 


when you hand it to him? Is a prescription 
written in a kind of secret code to hide something 
from you?

Hormones join insect battle 


It took half a ton of silk-worm larvae to supply Ger- 
man researchers with a few milligrams of a chemical 
for recent experiments, but the results are worth it. 
Hormone control of insects—similar to control of 
weeds with 2,4-D—may be just around the corner. 

The chemical was extracted from the larvae by 
workers at the famous Max Planck Institute for re- 
search. When they reintroduced the chemical into the 
insect’s own hormone system, it caused abnormal 
growth. In a day or two, the insect died. The approxi- 
mate formula of the chemical compound is known, and, 7 
today scientists in Germany and England are trying to © 
manufacture it artificially. 

This latest scientific weapon in the war against in- 
sects has implications in it which are tremendous— 
with all the odds against the insects.

now grow good fruit with a minimum of bother. For 
example, the New York State Experiment Station has 
recommended a single mixture which is effective 
against 95 percent of the pests attacking both bush 
and tree fruits. It’s a combination of malathion, meth- 
oxychlor, and captan. 

Similar progress is being made in protection of 
roses and other ornamentals. A formula widely recom- 
mended by state experiment stations includes mala- 
thion, DDT, captan, and karathane. 

This mixture, and the fruit-spray mixture, are both 
available today under various brand names. I have 
recommended both of these pesticide combinations to 
hundreds of gardeners without a report of failure. 


Streptomycin stops tomato blight 


One of the country’s most serious plant diseases, late 
blight of tomatoes, has fallen to streptomycin in recent 
U.S.D.A. tests. 

Downy mildew of lima beans has been controlled by 
the antibiotic, too. Partially refined forms of this drug 
successfully controlled the disease. When traces of 
copper were added to the streptomycin, only very low 
doses were required. A commercial product has not 
yet been produced, but may be after exact dosages and 
other variables are determined. ‘ 


New clues to disease resistance ? 


Experiments conducted at the Connecticut Agricul- 
tural Station may give plant life something which only 
warm-blooded animals have enjoyed so far—a system 
of immunity to resist disease. 

While some plants do contain chemicals which help 
resist diseases, by and large, such resistance usually 
comes from mechanical barriers to disease organisms. 

Connecticut scientists have recently built up the 
resistance of tomatoes to wilt by treating the roots 
with X-rays, then with one of the rooting hormones— 
napthalene acetic acid. If the whole plant was X- 
rayed, however, the wilt resistance was reduced. 

Further study of the mechanism within the plant 
which is responsible for these differences should give us 
a clue to breeding better resistance in plants. 


Cucumbers prefer long days 


The cucumber, traditional symbol of the cool and 
collected, can be disturbed after all. Dutch scientists 
at the Naaldwijk Experiment Station say that cucum- 
bers are sensitive to day length. And that they won't 
bear fruit unless the days are long. 

Cucumbers given extra light, to make a 16-hour 
day, not only begin fruiting earlier, but continue bear- 
ing longer in the fall. This is why cucumbers start to 
drop off in production as the days grow shorter in fall. 


Snap beans attacked by oat disease

Snap beans have been found susceptible to a serious 
disease of oats, called Victoria blight. 

Scientists first became suspicious when beans, near 
a field of oats attacked by the blight, showed watery 
spots on the leaves. When checked, spots proved to be 
caused by the oat blight fungus. The spots developed 
into elongated lesions which showed on the underside 
of the leaves as small, dark, narrow streaks. To date, 
no control for the fungus has been worked out.

IT’S AN unchallenged statement that the cheapest way to add living 
space to your house is to convert an area that’s already under roof. 
Obvious spots to turn to are basement and attic. But most folks want — 
added area on ground level—where it best serves the entire family and 
avoids stair climbing.

ABCs of Mower arrangement

on flower arranging as interpreted by three authorities. In the July and August 


issues: Techniques of the Traditional and Contemporary methods 


, a art of Japanese flower arranging is so simple you can 
follow it like a recipe. Its dramatic use of line, depth of de- 
sign, and naturalness of effect—so characteristic of the 
Oriental style—are easily achieved once the rules and their 
reasons are learned and understood. 

Traditionally, Japanese flower art is intended to represent 
some phase of natural life. As a result, all growing things— 
plants, trees, grasses, and flowers—may be combined in a 
single arrangement just as they are in nature. 

The first requirement is the triangular placement of high, 
medium, and low structural lines—an art principle recog- 
nized the world over. It is sometimes possible to find the 
three lines in a single branch or flower stem; more generally, 
three separate stems are used. In the two-flower composition 
(the only one in which an even number of flowers is per- 
mitted), a figurine or harmonious ornament often forms the 
lowest line. Oriental philosophy has given spiritual signifi- 
cance and natural unity to these basic lines by naming them 
heaven (high), man (medium), and earth (low).

more blossoms or foliage are added. These additions, which 
must be placed in close relationship to the structural lines, 
are called mountain, meadow, and helpers. They give depth and 
dimension, just as hills, valleys, and plateaus give interesting 
variety to the landscape. Further naturalness and vitality 
are gained by facing all flowers toward the high, heaven 
line. All but those that naturally hang from their stem, such 
as lilies and bleeding heart, will point upward. 


Balan e and harmonious composition are more important 
in the Japanese arrangement than the beauty of the flowers 


themselves. Pleasing proportion is achieved by cutting one 
of the basic-line stems to a length of 11% to 2 times the width 
of a low—or height of a tall—container. The other two are 
cut 24 and ! the length of the first one. In the completed 
arrangement, the heaven line always stands highest, though 
it need not be the longest in actual measurement if one or 
both of the others curve out at a lower point.

44 Constitution merely requires that a president be at 
least 35 years old, a native-born citizen, and have lived in the 
United States 14 years. But practical politics demands a lot 
more! 

To refresh you and give you a backstage peek at today’s 
exciting presidential panorama, this Better Homes @ Gardens 
reporter recently completed a cross-country trip which took 
him from the national committee rooms of politicos in Wash- 
ington, D.C., to the outermost grassroots regions. Every- 
where, I found an eagerness—and a vagueness—among or- 
dinary citizens about how they could make their choices 
more strongly felt. 

Some cynics shrugged, ““Oh, my vote doesn’t count!” But 
they are dead wrong—it does! To win, any candidate needs 
votes. There will be votes of confidence in the present pri- 
maries, plus 687 votes at the Democratic convention opening 
in Chicago on August 13 or 662 votes at the Republican 
convention starting in San Francisco a week later. Most 
important, the candidate needs your vote in November. 

Politics is everybody's business. It is too important to be left 
to the professional politicians. Though armchair citjzens 
scorn them, without party workers the American political 
system couldn’t function. A political party is the link be- 
tween you and your government. “What we need is more 
politicians to make our government truly representative,” 
says the League of Women Voters. 

Choosing a president begins long before the November 
election day. The candidate-selecting wheels first begin 
grinding at your local party caucus. Anybody can attend 
and be heard at these meetings. By doing so locally and later 
at their county and state conventions, many alert house- 
wives, businessmen,- and workers have had a far greater 
voice in picking a president than commonly believed. 

As a Southern Republican housewife recently summed it 
up, “It’s surprising what one person can do! I was never 


Now, you vote 
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much interested in politics, but*back in early 1952 I did 
want to see General Eisenhower in the White House. So I 
went to our local precinct caucus for the first time even 
though I never even knew what the word meant! I began 
having my say, making phone calls, addressing envelopes, 
ringing doorbells, and even baby sitting. Before long I found 
myself elected a delegate to the county convention and to 
the state convention and, yes, later even to the national con- 
vention in Chicago. I realized that our party machinery 
wasn’t a closed shop as many people think. After all, it isn’t 
much different than a P.T.A. or a church group.” 

‘But who are the people who attend the national conven- 
tions and how did they get there?”’ many puzzled Americans 
ask. 

The answer is that each state chooses its delegates through 
either of these two ways: (1) the state party convention, or 
(2) a direct vote in a presidential primary. In 29 states, dele- 
gates are chosen by state conventions. The remaining 19 
states allow voters to elect them in the current primaries. 

Roughly, the number of delegates to the national conven- 
tions is slightly over twice that of the state’s senators and 
representatives in Congress. 

The Republican National Convention in August will have 
1,323 delegates and a similar number of alternates. This is 
an increase of 117 delegates over the 1,206 (and a similar 
number of alternates) at the 1952 G.O.P. convention. The 
1956 “bonus” is largely due to Candidate Eisenhower then 
winning Florida, Tennessee, Texas, and Virginia and almost 
capturing Kentucky and South Carolina. 

The 1956 Democratic National Convention will have 
1,372 delegate votes. But it will be far more cumbersome. 
Because the Democrats allow delegates to have one-half 
vote each, exactly 4,640 persons will attend—2,744 dele-_ 
gates and 1,896 alternates. This is 1,640 more than the 3,000"

A. a physical-education instructor at Christian College, 
who conducts private swimming classes in summer, I would 
be the first to advise that it would be better to let a stranger 
teach a child to swim, especially a trained swimming teacher. 

But sometimes it is impossible to obtain this kind of swim- 
ming instruction. 

If your youngster has no chance to learn to swim unless 
you teach him, use the “play like’? method—*‘play like 
you’re a motorboat, play like you're a sled’’—which I have 
found so successful with young beginners. 

Children vary in the age at which they are ready to learn 
to swim. Parents who love the water and who swim often 
may find their children ready for swimming lessons before 
they are school age. 

Seven- and 8-year-old beginners learn rapidly because 
they respond to directions and are disciplined for learning 
experiences through their schoolwork. 

Learning to swim should not be delayed after 9 to 10 
years of age. By that time many of his friends will have ac- 

- quired some swimming skill and he will be reluctant to show 
up as a beginner. 

You can teach the first physical and emotional adjust- 
ment to water painlessly, casually, and rapidly by suggesting 
the games of pretend shown here. It might take a long time 
to get him into the spirit of getting his face wet by the tradi- 
tional “‘now I’m going to teach you to swim” method. 

“When are you going to teach me to swim?” my 4-year- 
old daughter asked one day. *‘ You teach those other children 
but you never teach me.’ She had watched my classes and 
had been playing in the water but she did not realize that 
she was swimming equally well. The instruction had come 
unnoticed in our games of “play like” (usually pronounced 
“*plike’’). 

A child’s span of interest is short. Have him play one of 
the games for a minute, then switch to another stunt. 

Select activities that are interesting to your children. 
“Duck” is a colorful word that means to submerge. The 
first time a beginner ducks he holds his nose and goes under. 

To get him past this stage, tell him, ‘“‘You’re a hungry 
duck looking for food. Put your hands on your hips like fold- 
ed wings, then duck.”’ Next, “Open [ Turn to page 132

D. you go for the pungent, out- 
doorsy tang of campfire cooking? 
Then you’ll find home-barbecued 
steaks, chops, ribs, chicken doubly 
delicious with a smoke flavor. 
There are several ways to come by 
that distinctive smoky taste. You 
can cook full time in hot smoke or 
toss on the chips at the last. It’s 
your choice, depending on your 
equipment and preference. 


Authentic smoke cooking 


True smoke cooking (don’t con- 
fuse with old-time smokehouse 
methods for cured meats) is done 
with natural wood smoke and re- 
quires a smoke cooker with full 
hood—charcoal oven—or a Chi- 
nese oven. 

This kind of equipment permits 
the meat to be cooked without be- 
ing directly over the fire so that 
the drippings cannot fall onto the 
coals—the fire’s at one end, the 
food at the other. Source of the 
smoke is dampened hardwood like 
hickory chips or shavings almost 
smothering a charcoal fire. 

Smoke cooking is a long, indi- 
rect-heat process—dense hot smoke 
rolls over and around the food. 
The slower the cooking (much 
longer than over the coals), the 
better and more piquant the flavor. 
There’s no need to turn the food 

just put it on the grill; browning 
on all sides occurs automatically. If 
you like, marinate meat ahead 
and/or brush with a thin barbecue 
sauce when almost done. 

Other types of grills in which 
food goes directly over the fire can 
give somewhat the same effect if 
the cooking area is entirely en- 
closed and sealed with a lid. Be- 
cause the meat is over the fire, it 
will cook in smoke from its own 
drippings combined with smoke 


from wood shavings added to the 
coals. When grill lid is on, the drip- 
pings will smoke but not flare up, 
and it is necessary to turn the food 
only once. 

For best results, consult the di- 
rections that come with your equip- 
ment for adjusting the firebox and 
draft, and for cooking times. With 
a little experimenting you'll be an 
expert. 


Smoke flavor—open grill or 
rotisserie 

All that you do is charcoal-broil 
chops or steaks on both sides and 
toward the end of the cooking toss 
on whatever kind of damp hard- 
wood you’ ve selected. Same goes for 
rotisserie roasting. See “How-to for 
rotisserie barbecuing”’, on page 106. 

With hickory sawdust or flakes, 
you just dampen it with water at 
about the time you start the.fire. If 
you choose hickory hunks, cross- 
cuts or bark, soak in water an hour. 
Or you might choose mahogany 
chips or a fruit wood. Orangewood 
gives seafood a particularly pleas- 
ing flavor. 

If you’re broiling in a charcoal 
oven, you can lower the hood after 
searing for better penetration of the 
wood smoke. Hood also controls 
flare-up from drippings. 


Smoky Hamburgers 


Pat plain ground beef in thick 
patties. Brush with liquid smoke 
and sprinkle generously with salt. 
(Or just sprinkle with smoked salt.) 
Broil over hot coals, turning once. 
Cook to rare, medium, or well 
done. Serve in buttered, toasted 
buns. Note: If meat is lean, have 2 
to 3 ounces suet ground with each 
pound of beef. Burgers will be 
juicier and more tender.

Charceal-broiled Steaks 
No greater treat than this, cooked in 
your outdoors “‘dining room” — 

Start your barbecue fire at least 
30 to 40 minutes ahead of the time 
you want to start cooking. Build the 
fire so the coals will be 5 to 7 inches 
below the grill. When the coals 
have burned down to a glow with a 
gray film on top, it’s time to start 
the steak. (For that woodsy-smoke 
flavor, throw a handful of damp 
hickory chips or sawdust on the 
coals—or barbecue-smoke in char- 
coal oven, using manufacturer’s 
directions.) 

Choose club, T-bone, porter- 
house, or sirloin steak, 114 to 2 
inches thick. Rub hot grill (or bas- 
ket broiler) with fat trimmed from 
steak. If you like, brush steak with 
barbecue sauce or rub with clove 
of garlic. Broil first side to a lus- 
cious brown. Turn (if you’re using 
fork and turner, poke fork into fat 
instead of lean meat to save the 
good juices). If drippings flare up, 
quench flame with a sprinkle of 
water. Season the browned side to 
suit yourself—with salt and pepper 
or your favorite seasoned salt. Con- 
tinue broiling till steak is done to 
your liking. Season second side. 
Serve steak sizzling, with pat of 
butter on each serving. 


Roast Corn on the Cob 


Corn will have caramel-y flavor and the 
kernel tips will be taffy color— 

Turn back husks and strip off 
silk. Lay husks back in position. 
(Some folks prefer flavor of corn 
roasted with silk left on. Choose 
perfect ears, cut off end, and roast 
as is. When done, silk will strip off 
clean with the husks.) Line ears up 
on grill over hot coals. Keep turn- 
ing ears 15 or 20 minutes, or till 
husks are dry and browned. (Corn 
will look sun-tanned. For browner, 
sweeter corn, continue roasting to 
suit yourself.) To serve, break off 
husks. Now on with plenty of but- 
ter, salt, and pepper. Note: If you 
have a charcoal oven, you may 
hickory-barbecue the corn. Place 
ears (in husks) on grill. Add hick- 
ory to hot coals; cover with hood 
and cook about 1 hour.

How to get rid of it—a common 
problem. Check burners, incinerators, 


other helpers to lighten the job 





Square burner is portable. Roll it around with 
you in yard to cut down handling. Store in garage 
when job’s done. Perforated column in center of 
compartment brings air right into heart of burn- 
ing trash, prevents billowing smoke. 

Covered burner safely reduces trash, leaves, 
twigs to a fine ash. Removable handle is also a 
poker and a lid-lifter. Hinged lid comes off when 
it’s time to turn burner over to empty ashes. 





Tree trimmings disappear in a hurry when you 
let an outdoor steel incinerator like this help you. 
Nice, too, for extra leaves that you don’t use as 
mulch, or for household and attic trash. 

Expanded metal vent in the top and a steel- 
rod bottom grate permit quick burning. Tapered 
design makes for easy storage. Capacity is about 
3 bushels. This incinerator has no fear of rain or 
snow — it has a rust-resistant finish. 
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Wheel this aluminized, rust-resistant steel trash 
burner to your kitchen door at house-cleaning 
time. When you’re finished emptying wastebas- 
kets and throwing out old newspapers, roll the 
burner to yard and set a match to the collection. 
Burner holds up to 314 bushels. With top on, 
unit is enclosed —no flying sparks or need to su- 
pervise burning; may be used on rainy days. It 
has special draft so all trash burns to fine ash. 





Pyramid-shape burner does well by damp gar- 
bage and green vegetation as well as dry trash, 
burns all to fine ash. Hoodlike hinged lid with a 
fine screen prevents blazing paper from flying out, 
protects contents for “any weather” burning. 
Well-designed draft creates intense burning, 
helps keep down smoke and odors. This 3-bushel 
model has a large ashpan with heavy-duty grate. 
To empty pan, lift off body section and grate.

Wire basket with opening-and-closing loop top 
stands by for action, has fine mesh body. To 
throw in waste, just pull any loop and all the rest 
spread out to provide wide opening. Closed, 
loops pull into basket, keep trash from flying.

Other helpers to get rid of bottles, garbage 


Bottle breaker will “break up” your collection of storage-stealing, 
unwanted glass bottles and jars. Smashes them to bits. Pieces 
then fall into metal container.

This container holds equivalent of 18 quarts of 
shattered glass. There is also a large 50-quart size.

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How we elect a president 


the 1952 Democratic Convention. 

Let’s first look at the state-con- 
vention method of choosing na- 
tional delegates. Here the amateur 
politician is coming into his and 
her own. 

As an example of what can be 
done by aroused citizens from local 
caucus through national conven- 
tion, take the Iowa Republican 
struggle in 1952. Iowa’s 2,477 local 
G.O.P. precinct caucuses elect 
delegates to the county conven- 
tions. They, in turn choose dele- 
gates to the state convention. The 
latter then elects kowa’s 26 dele- 
gates to the Republican National 
Convention. 

Back in 1952, the state’s domi- 
nant G.O.P. figure (Harrison 
Spangler) was a strong supporter 
of Senator Robert A. Taft for presi- 
dent. But an unmistakable Eisen- 
hower movement was under way 
among the state’s G.O.P. rank- 
and-filers who -wanted to help 
nominate their candidate in Chi- 
cago. By means of energetic let- 
ters and telephone calls, these Ike 
boosters helped persuade over 
6,000 voters to turn out for the Des 
Moines precinct caucus in March 
1952—three times the 1948 attend- 
ance. They kept making their

Eisenhower pitch at the county 
convention and later in a turbulent 
5-hour battle on the floor of the 
state convention where 15 dele- 
gates for Eisenhower, 9 for Taft, 
and 2 uncommitted were chosen, 
These delegates included lawyers, 
farmers, businessmen, and house- 
wives. The free state convention 
also elected a national committee- 
man and committeewoman for the 
first time instead of having them 
hand-picked. 

In June, several of the Eisenhow- 
er delegates journeyed to Abilene, 
Kansas, to hear their candidate 
speak and had nearly an hour 
interview with him afterwards. In 
July, at the Republican National 
Convention in Chicago, the Eisen- 
hower delegates were enraged 
when their state chairman voted 
against Ike on the first three roll 
calls. Immediately, they issued a 
strong disavowal statement. Re- 
sult: on the first decisive presiden- 
tial ballot, 16 members of the lowa 
delegation voted for Eisenhower 
and 10 for Taft. When other states 
began switching to Ike, 20 Iowa 
delegates, including the chairman, 
voted for him. Six remained with 
Taft to the end. 

The state-primary method of 


electing delegates to the national 
convention gives you an even great- 
er voice in nominating a presiden- 
tial candidate. These primaries— 
which have been dubbed the 
mashed-potato and green-pea cir- 
cuit—vary widely. In some states, 
the elected delegates are pledged 
to a candidate. In others, they may 
be uncommitted. In still others, the 
primaries are chiefly presidential 
popularity contests. 

By keeping the presidential pot 
boiling, these primaries have a pro- 
found psychological effect. In 
March, 1952, Eisenhower’s spec- 
tacular showing in the New Hamp- 
shire primary and 100,000 write-in 
votes in Minnesota undoubtedly 
helped swing the July nomination 
for him. Ike’s boosters crowed: 
“Eisenhower can win but Taft 
can’t!”? Dewey’s defeat of Stassen 
in the 1948 Oregon primary helped 
capture the nomination for him. 

On the other hand, Kefauver 
dramatically won 12 of the 15 pri- 
maries he entered during 1952, 
only to have the nomination prize 
plucked from him at the conven- 
tion. Stevenson played hard to get, 
didn’t enter a single primary. 

By convention time, most can- 
didates have stopped playing the 
coy maiden. Though they may 
have shunned primaries, their pres- 
idential itch is now hardly top se- 
cret. They can no longer claim, as 
New York Governor Harriman 
and Ohio Governor Lausche have, 
that they are not active candidates. 

But the real drama begins in the 
convention hall—which not only 


resembles a circus but a carnival, , 


religious revival, and horse race as 
well. The hall is teeming with ban- 
ners, buttons, literature, lights, mi- 
crophones, brass bands, whistles, 
cowbells, and screeching sirens. 
Howling delegates clap, boom, 
stamp their feet while devouring 
thousands of hot dogs and soft 
drinks. Sober-looking, middle-aged 
men pull the rankest schoolboy 
pranks. The chairman’s call for 
order is unheard in the hubbub. 

When he finally gets some sem- 
blance of order, a prominent party 
spellbinder delivers the keynote 
address which is heavily loaded 
with bear grease. In sonorous, flow- 
ery phrases, he summons the party 
of Lincoln to save the nation from 
the party of Jefferson (or vice 
versa). His party is for everything 
that is good—and the other is for 
everything that is bad. And natu- 
rally his party shall: win because 
their “‘cause is just.” 

Before the nominating speeches, 
the four committ#}es—credentials, 
rules, resolutions, and permanent 
organization—conduct their busi- 
ness. This is generally routine un- 
less fireworks erupt as they did 
during the “loyalty oath” battle at 
the 1952 Democratic convention 
and the disputed seating of the 
Eisenhower-Taft Georgia and Tex- 
as delegations at the Republican 
convention. The latter: test of 
strength foreshadowed Ike’s ulti- 
mate nomination. 

The vague, platitudinous party 
platform is then read to the con-

vention. Labor, small business, 
farmers, veterans, women, among 
others, are wooed in it. In fact, an 
effort is made to please every pres- 
sure group in it except the Com- 
munists. But as a cynical Pullman 
porter put it, “A platform ain’t 
what you stand on—it’s what you 
get in on.” 

When the exciting presidential 
nominations begin, the roll is called 
alphabetically from Alabama to 
Wyoming, and each state casts its 
votes for its favorite son who mere- 
ly has the support of his own dele- 
gation. But the favorite-son device 
is effectively used for bargaining 
purposes and to resist the leading 
candidate’s steam roller. 


The hot air reaches a near-hurri- 
cane climax during the nominating 
speeches. The candidate’s name is 
saved for the end—even though ev- 
erybody knew it all along. Sweetest 
music to the candidate’s ears are the 
glowing, final words of his nomina- 
tor: “I give you that great Ameri- 
can, my candidate and yours, our 
next President,.....’’ With the ar- 
ticulation of the long-awaited 
name, pandemonium breaks out. 
The brass band begins blaring. 
Screaming supporters leap up wav- 
ing hats, flags, and umbrellas, seize 
their state placards and madly pa- 
rade around the hall. Politicians 
call these demonstrations “‘the 
fake.” 

You won’t catch the behind-the- 
scenes conniving on television. You 
won't hear all the claims, rumors, 
denials, charges, and counter- 
charges. After the first ballot, the 
favorite sons start to disappear. 
State chairmen caucus with their 
delegations and make deals with 
the delegations of the potential 
winners, hoping to get something 
later in return. In 1952, Eisenhow- 
er garnered 594 votes on the first 
ballot—tantalizingly close to the 
604 then needed for nomination. 
Immediately, half a dozen states 
wanted to climb on the Ike band 
wagon. The chairman recognized 
Minnesota first and the Stassen- 
pledged delegates switched their 
nominating votes to Eisenhower. 


A: the Democratic convention in 
1952, though Kefauver led on the 
first two ballots, it took a third 
ballot for Stevenson to win the re- 
quired 662 ballots for nomination. 

By the third ballot, dark horses 
are apt to appear—dark horses 
who have been waiting in the wings 
for the favorites to kill themselves 
off so they could be led to the start- 
ing posts. In 1940, Indiana’s Wen- 
dell Willkie galloped out of no- 
where to capture the G.O.P. sweep- 
stakes on the sixth ballot. In 1924 it 
took a record number of 104 ballots 
to break the deadlock between Al- 
fred E. Smith and William G. 
McAdoo to nominate John W. 
Davis. 

After a candidate wins a majority 
of the votes, a delegate who op- 
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Continued from preceding page 


posed him moves that his nomina- 
tion be made unanimous—as Taft 
nominator Senator Everett Dirksen 
did following Eisenhower’s victory. 
The triumphant candidate, who 
watches the proceedings on tele- 
vision from a nearby hotel suite, 
then appears before the convention 
to accept. 

On the long, hard road to the 
White House, the convention is a 
halfway mark. Immediately after- 
wards, the campaign begins in 
earnest. If you have been left out 
of, or been inactive in the presiden- 
tial process so far, Mr. and Mrs. 
America, you now will be the cen- 
ter of attention. Desperately woo- 
ing your vote, the candidates will 
serenade you with rosy campaign 
vows. 

James A. Farley, Roosevelt’s 
first campaign manager, used to 
say that no votes were changed 
after September 15. But Truman 
in his miraculous 1948 whistle-stop 
victory over Dewey, proved this 
—and all the pollsters—wrong. 
Among other things, Truman then 
smilingly told audiences, ‘You 
vote for me on election day and 
Mrs. Truman and I won’t have 
any housing problem in the next 4 
years.” 


Thar's why during 1952, Eisen- 
hower and Stevenson each traveled 
a record 50,000 miles and made 
over 250 speeches. The airplane, 
ironically, has also increased the 
strain of campaigning because it 
enables a candidate to reach far- 
flung areas he might otherwise 
claim he didn’t have time to visit. 
Campaigning was a lot simpler in 
the old days when McKinley and 
Harding merely sat on their front 
porches. Nowadays, if a candidate 
sits on his front porch, he first 
makes sure that he has a coast-to- 
coast television hookup. 

Though political scientists de- 
plore it, personalities, too, usually 
prove more important than issues. 
In 1952, General Eisenhower, a 
great war hero, crusaded broadly 
against the “‘mess in Washington” 
and “crime, corruption, and Com- 
munism.” His campaign had a 
strong moral tone. Yet his most 
decisive move was promising late 
in the campaign that if elected, “I 
shall go to Korea.”” The G.O.P. 
nominee was then following an old 
political saying that a candidate 
should not be on the defensive. 

Toattract the independent band- 
wagon vote, both parties will try to 
create the illusion of victory. So 
beware of any claims that the trend 
is toward this or that candidate. If 
you must follow any trend in your 
voting, make it a do-it-yourself 
trend! An unreconstructed New 
England farmer, when asked how 
he was going to vote, piped, “I 
haven’t made up my mind yet but 
when I do, I’ll be very bitter.” 

Nowadays, a candidate must 
visit the right people and shun the

A well-wired home has a big, three-wire service entrance with a circuit breaker or main switch of at 
least 100 amperes. Branch circuits include one general-purpose circuit (green) for every 500 square feet 
of space for lights and convenience outlets. At least two small-appliance circuits (yellow) are needed for 
portable appliances. Larger equipment calls for an individual circuit (red and blue) for each appliance 


i= we know: Four out of five homes are under- 
wired. And even two-thirds of today’s new houses 
are not properly serviced by electricity. 

How do you know whether your wiring is 1936 
or 1956? Electricity is just what it’s always been, 
but it’s what we’re doing with it that has 
changed. You’re using four times as much elec- 
tricity today as 25 years ago—and your needs 
will double in the next 10 years! 

The common error most of us make in analyz- 
ing our electrical woes is to assume the cure-all 
is more outlets. Unfortunately, the problem isn’t 
that simple. Most homes do need more conven- 
ience outlets, but connecting them to existing 
circuits does not increase the capacity of the cir- 
cuit. And when additional appliances are 
plugged in, they put more load on an already 
overloaded system. Then, no appliance gets 
enough current to operate efficiently. You lose 
money all the way around. Modernizing your 
wiring system should begin with the circuits. 

The wiring picture we present above is the 
ideal situation. Few homes, even new ones, meas- 
ure up to these standards. Several general-pur- 
pose circuits serve lights and convenience outlets 
for radio, television, vacuum cleaner, and so on. 
Small-appliance circuits do heavier duty, feed- 
ing such items as the toaster, coffee maker, fryer. 
Heavy appliances like your range and washing 
machine take a separate circuit for each. 

It’s your fault if your system is overloaded. 
But many contractors, many builders, also, have 
fallen at the switch. 


Minimum wiring is taken for adequate wiring. 
It’s not. It’s substandard—and it’s costing you 
money and problems you shouldn’t have. While 
you’re wasting electricity by the loss of current 
(it shows up on your monthly bills), you’re get- 
ting only partial use of your appliances. Esti- 
mates show that overloading of only 10 percent 
causes you to lose 30 percent of the light you 
should get from your lamps, and 20 percent of 
the heat your appliances should produce. 

Too many appliances on at the same time will 
overload undersize wire. Unless fuses or circuit 
breakers of the proper size guard against this, 
wire gets overheated. Heat in this relentless cycle 
can disintegrate the insulation of the wires, al- 
lowing live wires to come in contact with each 
other. The result is a short circuit—and, quite 
possibly, a serious fire. 


You can pay for new wiring in two ways. Your 
best start is to go to your utility company. Many 
local utilities will estimate the cost of new wiring. 
They may also recommegd a list of reliable elec- 
trical contractors to bid on the job. 

You may be able to finance wiring improve- 
ments through your utility company. Often ar-’ 
rangements are made to pay for the new wiring 
in a series of monthly premiums added to your — 
service bill. Electrical improvements also are 
eligible under FHA Title I loans. 

_ However you tackle your home-wiring im- 
provements, the new security, efficiency, and

Lundberg indicated that Jimmy 
was to be assigned to the next ses- 
sion of the traffic-court safety 
school, which happened to fall on 
the following Tuesday evening at 
seven. 

Jimmy took the small book home 
and read it over. When he arrived 
at City Hall on Tuesday evening 
he was somewhat surprised at the 
difference between the formality of 
the courtroom and the atmosphere 
of friendliness and cordiality which 
greeted him. His hosts at the school 
were a trained faculty of 20 volun- 
teers from the Park Ridge Safety 
Council, led by its president, Mrs. 
F. F. Geiger. 


The school’s coordinating chair- 
man, Mrs. L. H. Kirby, was busy 
setting up various physical and 
mental tests, but not too busy to

stop and shake hands with the new 
student. The session convened in 
the main courtroom, presided over 
by Mrs. Geiger. After Jimmy and 
his fellow students had taken seats, 
a sound movie was flashed on the 
screen set up in front of the judge’s 
bench. The movie was the case 
history of an automobile accident. 
The story is narrated by a young 
hospital patient who started his day 
as an average careless driver and 
ended it crippled for life. The 
movie pointed out that the acci- 
dent was caused by nothing more 
than inattentiveness on the part of 
the driver, a fault every driver is 
guilty of at one time or another.

In a great many cases, poor showings made during 
vision tests have been due exclusively to the patient being 
anxious or upset. In 50 persons out of 100, the ability to 
see is definitely impaired when even slightly frightened. 

If you fear something, instead of running away from it, 
carefully analyze it. Decide the course of action best 
suited to resolve the situation and take that action im- 
mediately. Inaction is fear’s greatest ally and action is 
the most effective antidote.

other section went to other rooms 
for the physical tests. 

The written examination was 
not difficult for Jimmy and the 
others who studied the booklet of 
rules of the road. Questions cov- 
ered include the shape of stop signs 
and other highway markers, speed 
limits, right of way under certain 
conditions, and other common 
driving rules. 

Jimmy’s group then took the 
series of physical tests. They in- 
cluded the brake reaction time, 
manual dexterity, motor coordina- 
tion, visual depth perception, and 
telebinocular eye tests. The test 
operators explained the purpose of 
the tests. 

Jimmy learned that it takes the 
average person 34 of a second to 
move his right foot from the accel- 
erator pedal to the brake pedal of 
his car. If the car is traveling at 60 


about four car lengths, before the 
driver can even begin to apply the 
brakes. 

Jimmy and the other students 
again assembled in the courtroom 
for an open forum conducted by 
Judge Lundberg, who was present 
as a volunteer on his own time, at 
every safety-school session. 


Betce Lundberg, who knows that 
driving errors tend to repeat them- 
selves, always includes a plea to 
the assembled students to pay more 
attention to their driving, for their 
own sake and for the safety of the 
public. 

While the judge is talking, Jim- 
my’s grades are being checked by 
the safety-council members. As a 
final step in the evening-school ses- 
sion, Jimmy and the others are 
counseled individually by one of 
the trained volunteers. 

Together, Jimmy and the safety- 
council member go over the eve- 
ning’s grades. Jimmy is helped to 
see his strong and weak points, and 
he is given valuable suggestions on 
how to compensate for some of his 
weaknesses. 

Throughout the counseling, the 
faculty is friendly and helpful. It is 
not surprising, then, that Jimmy 
goes home with a warm feeling of 
gratitude for the help he has re- 
ceived from his volunteer fellow 
citizens on the safety council. 


Park Ridge is the first suburb 
northwest of Chicago. Nine major 
traffic arteries carry a heavy vol- 
ume of commuter traffic; weekend 
drivers create an additional prob- 
lem. By 1950 the picture files of the 
Park Ridge Police Department had 
accumulated examples of nearly 
every kind of accident. 
But since the inauguration of the 
Traffic Safety School in 1952, there 
been a sweeping reduction of 
taffic accidents in the suburb. The 
change was so dramatic that by 
1954 Park Ridge was awarded the 
Cook County Traffic Safety Coun-

til achievement award. Cook is the 
Nation’s largest county. 
The man largely responsible for

traffic-accident reduction is Lund- 
berg. A successful young lawyer 
seriously dedicated to his work in 
traffic safety, Lundberg began to 
make changes very shortly after his 
first election as Park Ridge judge of 
the traffic court. In 2 years, Lund- 
berg developed an organization for 
driver education which is smooth 
and efficient, which does an effec- 
tive job of persuading traffic vio- 
lators to mend their ways, and 
which has the blessing of the com- 
munity in which it operates. 

But Judge Lundberg was not a 
full-time city magistrate. During 
the week he practiced law and 
presided over his traffic court only 
on Saturday mornings. After sev- 
eral months of hard work resulting 
in near failure, he realized that 
setting up a traffic safety school was 
by no means a one-man job. 


Par Ridge had a community 
safety council that worked without 
pay and handled such problems as 
automobile, bicycle, and pedestrian 
safety. Although not an official part 
of the municipal setup, the Park 
Ridge Safety Council is able to ex- 
ert its influence in securing neces- 
sary funds from the city treasury 
when money is needed for the pro- 
motion of a safety project. 

When Judge Lundberg present- 
ed his initial plan for a traffic safety 
school to the Safety Council, they 
were enthusiastically in favor of it. 
It has been their baby ever since, 
but the members agree that Police 
Chief Wiltis Jones and his entire 
department have made the job 
easier for everyone through their 
unselfish cooperation. Chief Jones 
is present at every school session. 
Several of his men are there, too, 
on a volunteer basis, to keep order 
and help with the organization of 
the classes. [ Turn to page 223

Greatest effort 
will be expended in trying to cap- 
ture the doubtful states with the 
largest electoral votes. “‘All I want 
out of it,” wisecracks one campaign 
manager, “‘is the eternal thanks of 
my fellow-citizens and the job of 
Postmaster General!”’ 

A complimentary nickname can 
help a candidate especially if it is 
warm and strong like “Honest 
Abe,” “Old Hickory,” or “Ike.” 
Occasionally, shortening a baptis-

mal name does it, as in “Teddy” 
Roosevelt. 

The expense of electing a presi- 
dent has skyrocketed, which may 
be one reason why the Socialist, 
Prohibitionist, Greenback, and 
Vegetarian candidates for president 
never win. It cost Jefferson only 
$50 to conduct his first campaign 
and Republicans shelled out mere- 
ly $100,000 to elect Lincoln. Both 
parties and their supporting groups 
reported $23 million spent during 
the 1952 campaign but experts 
estimate that the truer figure was 
between $80 million to $100 mil- 
lion—and doesn’t include primary 
or other preconvention expenses. 
Though federal law prohibits any 
organization from spending more 
than $3 million or any individual 
contributing more than $5,000 in 


any year, there are many ways of 


getting around this. Special com- 


mittees are created for the candi- 


dates such as the “Citizens for 
Eisenhower” or ‘‘Volunteers for 
Stevenson.” And individuals who 
want to contribute more than 
$5,000 can do so through members 
of their families—including in- 
fants."This year it is predicted that 
campaign costs will reach an all- 
time high. A half-hour TV network 
time alone costs between $50,000 
and $100,000. 

After the long, expensive cam- 
paign is over on Election Day—the 
first Tuesday after the first Mon- 
day in November—Americans usu- 
ally learn who their next president 
is by the following morning. 

But a man isn’t officially elected 
president of the United States until 
the Electoral College meets. (We 
have described this procedure on 
page 69.) Electors are either loyal 
party workers, distinguished citi- 
zens, Campaign contributors, but 
they are rarely known to you or 
other voters. 

Their ballots are then sent to 
Washington. On the second Mon- 
day in January, the president of the 
Senate, in the presence of both 
houses, opens and counts them, 
declaring the candidate who has

received a majority of the electoral , 


votes—266 out of 531—to be presi- 
dent of the United States. 

Obviously, under this electoral 
setup, a candidate with the largest 
popular vote can be kept out of the 
White House—as he was on three 
occasions. Jackson in 1824, Tilden 
in 1876, and Cleveland in 1888 had 
more votes cast for them by the 
people than their victorious oppo- 
nents (Adams, Hayes, and Harri- 
son) who won greater electoral 
majorities. 

This explains why today presi- 
dential candidates often concen- 
trate their campaigns in states with 


juicy electoral votes.: For example, 


California, Illinois, Indiana, Mas- 
sachusetts, Michigan, New Jersey, 
New York, Ohio, and Pennsylva- 
nia have a whopping 226 electoral 
votes—only 40 less than enough to 
elect a president. 

Despite the shortcomings, our 
presidential elections—which are 
as American as apple pie—reflect 
the earthy vitality of the U.S.A. 
and are probably the closest ap- 
proach to government by the peo- 
ple that this world has ever known. 

Certainly they vest great respon- 
sibility in the winner. Abraham 
Lincoln was once asked if he didn’t 
find the presidency burdensome. 
He sighed before answering, “I 
feel like the man who was ridden 











out of town on a rail who said: ‘If . 


it wasn’t for the honor of the thing, 
I'd rather walk’.” 

Today the “honor of the thing” 
is prompting a flock of White 
House hopefuls to run.

How to handle a small boat .............. 


Some time this summer you may take the 
family out in a boat. It can be great fun—and 


perfectly safe, if you know the fundamentals 


A. Buffalo, New York, the other day, an eager vacationer filled 
his arms with picnic supplies and walked out on a dock to his 
rented motorboat. 

On a pier nearby a veteran boatman nudged his wife. 

“Watch this,” he predicted. “It’s going to be good.” 

The young man was in a hurry. He put one foot in his boat. 
Suddenly it happened. The boat swung out from the dock. One 
foot on the boat, one on shore, the neophyte found himself doing 
what veterans call the ‘‘dock-side splits.” There was a splash— 
and the beginner was standing waist deep in Lake Erie while 
friends fished out the picnic lunch. (Luckily the perishables were 
in a waterproof cooler bag that floated.) 

“They all do it—at least once!’ chuckled the veteran. But his 
wife retorted: 

“And you just stand there and laugh as if it had never hap- 
pened to you! Remember that time at Beaver Lake, Wisconsin? 
Ill never forget how foolish you looked.” 

Yes, it’s true. They all do it. Even the veterans forget now and 
then and do it again. The young man in Buffalo was learning (the 
hard way) one of the three ‘‘don’ts” of boating. 

Here they are. If you’re planning a trip this summer and intend 
to rent or borrow any kind of boat, memorize them. And even 
if you’re a veteran, it won’t hurt to go over them—with your 
family—just as a refresher: 

1. Don’t enter any boat or canoe without holding on. A boat 
that’s not held, even though it’s tied, may [ Turn to page 192

slide out from under you. And 
when you’re safely on board, re- 
member the old sailor’s rule: “‘One 
hand for the ship and one for yourself!” 

2. Don’t lose your “motive pow- 
er’ in the drink. Oars, paddles, 
and even outboard motors have a 
way of falling overboard just when 
you need them most. More about 
that later. 

3. Don’t, regardless of circum- 
stances, overload your motorboat, 
rowboat, or canoe. A boat, like a 
hammock, will always stay right 
side up if the weight it’s carrying 
(that’s you) is low in the middle. 
But pile that weight in, too much 
and too high, and a boat can rebel 
and flip you out on a sharp turn or 
steep wave. 

So much for don’ts. Now there’s 
one important “do.” 

Do keep one eye on where you’re 
going. But also keep one eye on the 
sky! If so, you'll soon become sensi- 
tive to changes your friends can’t 
see—and that awareness is the real 
secret of safe boating. In fact, you’ll 
even learn to spot a shower many 
miles away, when it’s the merest 
shimmer of gray veil on the horizon 
—and your eye will tell you if it’s 
coming your way. You'll find 
yourself appraising it (Will it be a 
heavy shower? Will it pack a punch 
of wind?) long before a landlubber 
would know a weather change was 
coming. If you’ll remember these 
basic rules this summer, your boat- 
ing will be pleasant, restful, dry— 
and safe. And even if you’re the 
timid member of your family, not 
used to boats, you can relax in the 
knowledge that a good boat can be 
one of the safest places on earth. 

If your family is brand new to 
boating, here’s one important sug- 
gestion: don’t just load everybody 
into a new boat (or a rented one) 
and shove off without any experi- 
ence. Dad, at least, should make a 
few preliminary trips alone—-or 
with an older boy or girl who can 
swim—to learn the “‘feel”’ of boat- 
ing. Boats, like horses, know when 
they’re mishandled and respond 
accordingly. But once your skipper 
has the knack, you’ll never have to 
worry. 

And if you have a veteran boat- 
ing friend, by all means lure him 
along on your first few trips. He’ll 
open your eyes to many boat- 
handling tricks that will make your 
trips sheer fun. 


What kind of boat? 

Now, what kind of boat will you 
use? It doesn’t matter if you’re go- 
ing to vacation in a park lake 
canoe, a rowboat rented from a 
fisherman, a small outboard run- 
about—or a twin-screw, seagoing 
diesel yacht! The same basic rules 
apply. 

Rowboats 


How to load and board a row- 
boat: One person kneels on the 
dock, holds the boat in close with 
one hand. With the other hand, he

helps his passenger aboard—who 
sits in the back (stern) seat. The 
passenger should never stand up- 
right in the boat or try to “walk 
around” in it. The passenger steps 
in the middle (on the bottom, 
never on a seat—which may be 
slippery with dew). The instant he 
has one foot in the boat, he should 
stoop and get a firm grip on the 
boat with both hands, then move 
to his seat, keeping his weight low. 

Usually there are two rowing 
seats. Dad (in most boats) will find 
the boat will balance better if he 
sits in the front one. A child may 
sit in the other. If t«o children go 
along (and that’s safe only in shel- 
tered water close to shore) the 
smaller may sit in the tiny seat that 
is usually tucked up forward in the 
bow. It’s better for Dad to help the 
children aboard after he’s taken 
his own seat—still holding the boat 
firmly to the dock! 

How to man the oars: Before 
you load, however, choose your 
oars with care. Most “liveries” 
have plenty of oars; be sure you’re 
given two that match! Nothing is 
worse than oars of uneven length 
and weight. Be sure, too, they 
aren’t cracked or worn thin. Short 
oars are hard to use because you 
lack leverage. Long oars may 
cause you to work too hard—you 
take a long pull and get only a 
short, inefficient stroke in the wa- 
ter. Best oars should balance light- 
ly in the rowlocks (try them). The 
handles should not quite touch 
above your lap when rowing. 

Learn to “feather.” Oar blades 
are like sails in a wind—and the 
wind blowing against them may 
even push you backward unless you 
“feather.” This means twisting the 
oars forward (with the wrists) dur- 
ing each return stroke. This turns 
the blades and the wind can’t get 
at them. 

Don’t dig oars too deeply. This 
makes needless work and slows you 
down. Let the blades dip until 
they’re just barely covered. 

And here’s a tip: a good oarsman 
never lets his oars splash. He pulls 
strongly, steadily, with his back or 
with his arms. There are two 
“schools” of rowing. Practice until 
you can row silently—and then 
you'll be rowing Well. 

Also, good oarsmen never lift 
their blades too high. Test: if you 
find water trickling down the 
handles you’ll know you’re lifting 
the blades too high on the return 
stroke. You can alternate (dipping 
first one oar, then the other) if you 
wish. It’s a good way to get the 
feel of oars. But you'll find it’s 
better to dip both together. (There 
are few rigid rules of rowing, how- 
ever ; some of the world’s best boat- 
men even row backward, facing 
forward and pushing, instead of 
pulling the oars! Try it sometime 
when you want to see where you’re 
going. 

Don’t ever let an oar get away 
from you, or lie idle in the water 
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even for an instant, unless you’re 
holding it. Oars are tricky: they 
slide overboard in the wink of an 
eye and cnce lost on a windy day, 
an oar may be impossible to re- 
trieve. Some oars are fastened to 
the boat by pins but even these 
often get loose if nudged by a knee. 

Best idea: carry a spare! When 
oars are not in use they should be 
“shipped” and placed securely in- 
side the boat. Don’t leave the 
blades outboard; especially in 
brushy landings. 

Every rowboat needs: (1) a 
sturdy anchor, (2) plenty of strong, 
unfrayed anchor line, (3) a bailer, 
(4) life cushions, and (5) if late in 
the day, a flashlight. 

If you’re new to boats, don’t be 
worried by a little water in the 
bottom. Most wooden boats leak a 
little; it’s perfectly normal and 
perfectly safe. Scoop it out now and 
then with a bailer or use a sponge 
if planking is varnished. 

Brief your family: never stand 
in a rowboat except when fishing 
(casting) in quiet, sheltered water 
—and then only one person should 
stand at a time. Most good plug 
casters sit when casting. Never per- 
mit rocking or horseplay. Both are 
sure signs of a landlubber. 

To land on a beach, row right 
in to shore (at right angles to it), 
then ship oars and coast. At the 
last instant, shift weight by moving 
someone toward the stern. This 
lifts the bow and lets it slide up on 
the beach. Don’t try to land “‘side- 
wise” to the beach. 

To launch from a beach: lift 


the bow and back your boat gently 
out until the stern is in about a foot 
of water. Now crawl in over the 
bow, holding on with both hands. 

You may find that the bow of the 
boat now is stuck on the beach and 
won’t move. Walk aft to lighten 
the bow and you can now pole off 
with an oar. (DON’T drop the oar. 
It may stick in mud or soft sand 
and be yanked from your hands. 
Many an oar has been lost during 
poling !) 

A canoe can be launched in the 
same manner from a sandy beach. 
But if there are pebbles or rocks, 
wade out and carry it to save it 
from damage. With the bow close 
to shore, you can crawl in over the 
bow. It’s better to wade and climb 
over the side. To steady the canoe 
reach over and hold both sides as 
you climb in. 


Outboard motorboats 


If you don’t own an outboard 
motor you can rent one. The first 
thing to do is: chain it to your boat. 
You’d be amazed to know how 
many motors are lost in deep wa- 
ter every summer. Some are 
dropped while being attached to 
the stern. Others just fall off while 
running. 

As with rowboats, trim your 
“ship” well before you start. A 
motorboat that’s too heavy in the 
front (bow) will “‘plow’’; it will 
run slowly, steer poorly. One that’s 
too heavy aft will “squat.” It’s 
slow, steers badly, and can be 
blown off course by the wind. 

With the motor in place, Dad 


helps Mother aboard. Mother sits 
in one of the front seats since Dad 
will sit in the stern to run the mo- 
tor. Children get aboard next, 
helped by both parents. The 
average small outboard boat will 
safely take two adults and two 
small children, no more. 

Always pass the picnic gear 
aboard. (Never carry gear aboard a 
boat.) Besides picnic things, pass 
the following items aboard: oars 
and spare paddle, gas tank, anchor 
and long anchor line, life cushions, 
and flashlight plus red-and-green 
running light if you plan to be out 
after sunset. (The Coast Guard can 
get real tough about lights—if you 
don’t have them.) All these items 
should be carefully stowed. 

If you aren’t experienced boat- 
men, these hints will help you make 
a “professional” start. 

Make certain you know how to 
run the kind of motor you’re using. 
Not all motors are alike. Rental 
agencies say thousands of motor 
renters get stuck every summer— 
simply because the users didn’t 
listen and memorize the rules. 

Before starting, let your boat 
drift a few feet off the dock. If the 
water is very shallow, pole (with an 
oar) into deeper water to keep sand 
from clogging your motor’s pump. 

Now start and run slowly until 
well clear of the dock and of any 
other boats and people in the water. 
Never run near swimmers, and 
never run fast near other boats. 

Avoid sudden turns. It’s true 
that an expert in a well-designed 
boat can spin it on a dime, with a 


fast motor but he shouldn’t unless 
contesting. Avoid fast turns until 
you’re an expert! Motorboats do 
flip over on dime turns. 

To approach a dock: Cut your 
engine and drift in slowly when 
coming up to a dock, but not be- 
fore you’ve turned the boat so it 
will head into the wind (or into a 
strong current) which will help 
stop it. Plan it so your boat will 
coast neatly alongside the dock— 
not at right angles to it. 

Approaching a beach, kill en- 
gine and coast, heading straight in 
at right angles to the shore. At the 
last minute do two things: (1) tilt 
your motor up so it won’t strike 
ground, then (2) have someone 
move aft to lighten the bow and let 
it skid up on the sand. 

If you’re operating an outboard 
motorboat, tie a string around 
your finger to remind yourself to 
check before each trip: is there an 
extra shear pin on board? The.shéar 
pin, as all outboard owners know, 
is a safety device that’s supposed to 
break if you should run over a log 
or snag—so that your propeller 
won’t get damaged. Also be sure 
you have: 1 screwdriver; 1 pair of 
pliers. 

To tie up for the night: study 
the beach or dock and determine 
two things: (1) how much the wa- 
ter mayrise or fall during the night, 
and (2) whether your boat can be 
damaged by a sudden squall or 
wind shift. Tie it so it can’t be left 
“hung up” by falling water level 
(tides, river currents, or changing

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How to handle a small boat 


lake levels), and so it can’t be 
slammed into pilings, trees, or 
rocks (or swamped) by a squall. 
Most small boats can be pulled 
well up on a sheltered beach—but 
even so, tie them well. The water 
may come up and float them away! 
Some rivers and reservoirs rise or 
fall several feet overnight—just as 
tidal streams do. 


Canoes 


In a canoe, keep your weight 
low at all times. Many experts 
never use the seats. They kneel on 
waterproof pads, or sit braced 
against the thwarts. (The latter is 
possible, while paddling, only in 
very small ‘“‘guide type” canoes.) 
Never try to change seats from 
stern to bow or back, even though 
you think you know how. It simply 
isn’t safe for family canoeing! 

To board a canoe at dockside: 
As with small boats, the man (Dad) 
kneels, holds the canoe close and 
lends his lady partner (Mom) a 
hand. She steps into the center and 
moves forward slowly with both 
hands clasping the sides. lf Mother is 
going to paddle and is lighter, she 
sits in the bow (or front) seat, fac- 
ing forward, one foot braced be- 
neath the seat and one pushed for- 
ward for comfort and security. The 
light partner always sits forward 
unless counterbalanced. If Dad 
has planned well, she’ll find the 
short bow paddle already in place, 
handle at her side, ready for use. 
(There should always be a spare 
paddle, too, and life cushions in 
every canoe.) If Mom is not going 
to paddle, she sits on the floor fac- 
ing aft, with a back rest behind her. 





Only one child in a canoe 
. and no pets! 

You’ve seen park lake ca- 
noes carrying four people, 
but for family canoeing never 
plan to take more than one 
child along. The child can sit 
on the floor on life cushions 
with Mom, or on the front 
paddler’s seat. Never under 
any circumstances take a pet 
in a canoe! 











Learn, first, to hold your pad- 
dles correctly. The low hand 
should be close to the side, and the 
upper hand should be clasped over 
the top of the handle. Dad, in the 
stern, should learn to twist his 
blade outward slightly every time 
he pulls it through the water to 
compensate the forward thrust in 
steering. 

Mom, in the bow, should pull 
straight back and close to the side— 
not outward in the sweeping arc 
most beginners use. 

How to make your canoe go 
straight: Beginners usually work 
too hard. They paddle on the right 
side, and the canoe promptly turns 
left. They paddle frantically on the 
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left side—and the canoe turns 
right. You should be able to pad- 
dle on the same side for long 
stretches. 

If your canoe keeps wanting to 
go in circles, it may be for the fol- 
lowing 3 reasons: 

1. You may both be failing to 
paddle close to the canoe. You may 
be swinging your paddles out in 
side arcs. 

2. Dad may be paddling too fast 
for Mom. Time your strokes to- 
gether. Dad should hold back a 
little, since he has the longer, more 
powerful paddle. 

3. Dad may not be using the 
wrist twist that straightens the ca- 
noe out during each stroke. As the 
blade comes back through the wa- 
ter it should be at sharp right 
angles to the canoe. But at the half- 
way mark, twist the blade slightly 
by twisting the upper wrist away 
from you and pushing the paddle 
handle around with the thumb. 

An expert canoeist, even pad- 
dling alone, can go for miles with- 
out shifting sides by using this 
slight twist. It fishtails the blade 
slightly in the water and compen- 
sates for the fact he’s always pad- 
dling on one side. 

How to keep a canoe straight in 
a cross wind: You can’t steer a 
canoe in a wind if the bow is high 
out of the water. The bow blows 
around. If there are two of you in 
the canoe you won’t have much 
trouble: simply paddle on the side 
opposite the wind. 

But if you’re alone, here’s what 
to do: 

Put some heavy duffel up for- 
ward—or even a rock—to weight 
the bow down. 

In an unloaded canoe, move 
forward yourself until you’re in the 
very middle of the canoe, and pad- 
dle on the downwind side. Now the 
canoe will go straight. 

Tip the canoe slightly. Good 
canoeists often tip the canoe slight- 
ly toward the paddle side. This 
makes paddling easier. 

If you’re really going to do a lot 
of canoeing, study a good manual. 
There are excellent tricks, such as 
bow steering, the draw-stroke, and 
others you’d never think of trying 
otherwise. Too, try double-bladed 
paddles sometime. These give you 
fine control and much more drive. 
And in a small canoe, sitting on the 
floor, you can go for hours without 
tiring with double or “spoon” 
paddles. 

Keep an eye on the sky. What- 
ever your boat, watch that sky! Be 
cautious on hot hazy days. If black 
clouds appear, get ashore at once. 
Don’t be ashamed to be weather- 
wary; the best boatmen are. 

Remember: before a squall, the 
wind sometimes (1) stops, and 
sometimes (2) blows you toward the 
squall. Then it reverses, hits hard 
(3) and comes at you from the 
squall, after which it may blow 
hard from any old direction. No

To replace a damaged window sill, remove 
stool and whatever trim is necessary. 

Saw through sill, and pry out the pieces, be- 
ing careful not to damage the side jambs. 
Make additional saw and chisel cuts as need- 
ed. New sill should extend under side jambs. 





How you nail new sill in place will depend on 
construction and how much trim you have re- 
moved. Be sure sill is level and side jambs are 
plumb. Drive long nails through sill into the 
exterior caging, as pictured. 

Inside, nail sill to the jamb the same way.

Cut new sill to right length and notch it to ex- 
tend beyond the casing. Before you install it, 
prime entire sill with paint. 

In fitting, it may be necessary to remove 
outside window casing to get snug joint. Wood 
wedges hold sill in position while nailing. 





Opening around sill and joints between siding 
and casing should be sealed with calking. 
Good seal will prevent recurrence of mois- 


ture damage to new sill. Replace apron, stool, 
and casing. Try window sash to make sure 
they work properly before repainting. 
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Replace broken and damaged porch flooring this way 





Before you begin repairs, be sure you know 
extent of damage to the porch flooring. 

Locate position of floor joists (from under- 
neath floor, if possible) and bore starter holes 
so boards can be cut flush with joists. Holes 
give entry for keyhole saw. 





Nail support pieces to joists at both ends of 
opening. If moisture is a problem, coat cleats 


with wood preservative. 

You can also deter moisture damage by 
covering ground under porch with asphalt- 
coated paper or polyethylene film.

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Beyond Whitehorse at Mile 995.2, a side road leads to Aishihik 


Lake. Just 18 miles up this road is Otter Falls in a region of un- 
spoiled natural beauty. Unspoiled fishing, too, for rainbow trout 


begin to feel like a real pioneer. 

If you are used to long, straight 
superhighways, you'll be up against 
something different here. If you 
are a hot rod, better be sure you 
can depend on your brakes. If you 
are a femme who favors a beauty 
parlor, do a double check before 
you start, for "way up in “them 
thar hills” you’ll be lucky to find a 
mirror in your room. 


Vo if you’ve always wanted to 
see Alaska, you can safely drive the 
Alaska Highway! Its magnificent 
miles lead you over Canadian soil, 
through frontier cities, into true 
wilderness—a land of big, rugged 
proportions. 

Nature sprinkles superlatives all 
over Alaska geography. It has 
mountains, mighty rivers, countless 
creeping glaciers. It has chromatic 
scenes needlepointed with vistas of 
wildflowers. There are tourist 
bonuses of totem poles, mastodon 
ivory, real Eskimos. This land of 
Jack London and legend, of Rex 
Beach and bonanza, is within the 
sweep of your steering wheel! 

Far from fantastic, this trip is 
feasible. Several thousand passen- 
gers in 12,000 vehicles covered the 
route in 1954. 

Perhaps you picture Alaska as 
ice and igloos; or you’ve heard that 
you cannot go entirely overland; or 
imagine that mountain passes and 
blizzards make the Alaska High- 
way impassable any time but mid- 
summer. In reality, the Alaska 


Highway is merely an extension of 
your nearest U. S. Highway. 

Before 1952, there was one route 
to Alaska. This reached from Idaho 
and Montana, through British 
Columbia and Alberta to the 
**Alcan” at Dawson Creek, thence 
through the Yukon to Fairbanks, 
the official dead-end in the “golden 
heart of Alaska.” But that year 
completion of the John Hart High- 
way added another access with 
further choice of northwest roads 
to reach jump-off junctions. 

Which to take? For winter, the 
“older”? Edmonton route is season- 
ally better. Otherwise, either route 
is rewarding. The western highway 
through the formidable Fraser 
River country is worth driving for 
its own sake, worthy of probing as 
a separate trip at some future date. 
For those who pull long, long 
trailers it is definitely out, for a 
length limitation of 19 feet pre- 
vails. (An alternate route provides 
for this.) Its awesome scenery, ex- 
cellent fishing, and the thrill of fol- 
lowing the historic “Caribou Trail” 
await you.

venturesome tour. Travelers east of 
Montana approach through U. S. 
Highway 91. If south of Idaho or 
Washington, U. S. Highway 95 is 
direct, with Coeur D’Alene or 
Spokane target way points. Both 
routes lead to Edmonton. 

The far-western portal is via 
Seattle on U. S. Highway 99. sig 
other entry, through Wenatchee, 
over U.S. Highway 97. These two 
routes meet north of Vancouver at 
Cache Creek, an approach to the 
Hart Highway. 

There are alternate patches of 
pavement and gravel to Summit 
Lake 30 miles beyond Prince 





George. From there to Dawson 
Creek, the 230 miles are graveled, 
but well maintained. All routes 
junction at Dawson Creek, a pranc- 
ing, prosperous town, the official 
“Milepost Zero” of the Alaska 
Highway. Northbound, each mile 
ticks off with wooden markers, ex- 
amples being Whitehorse, Mile- 
post 918, while Fairbanks is Mile- 


post 1527.

to standard width. There is less 
mud, muskeg has been conquered, 
and there are long stretches of 
macadam. In Alaska, over 300 
miles of black-top give a surface 
comparable to any. Maximum 
speed of 45 miles per hour is safe 
and reasonable here. 

The 26-foot wide Canadian sec- 
tion, while paved near Calgary and 
Edmonton, has a graveled surface 
for the remainder in Canada and 
the Yukon. However, 1956 will see 
completion of a superhighway con- 
necting Edmonton and Dawson 
Creek, with paving probably com- 
pleted in 1957. This is the badly 
needed improvement, for this sec- 
tion is muddy in spring, rough 
always. Mud is a threat in other 
regions during spring breakup, so 
chains and advance road informa- 
tion are desirable. Northbound 
travelers usually check at Fort Nel- 
son, Milepost 300, while south- 
bound traffic uses Watson Lake, 
Milepost 635 as a check point. 
These points would be desirable 
layovers, if road conditions neces- 
sitate. Many highway garages 
maintain tow service, but in these 
frontier areas this costs much more 
than at home. 

These writers have made two 





round trips over the Alaska High- 
way. In 1951, the November trip 
out was on fresh, shallow snow—a 
hazard at high speed. But the Feb- 
ruary return was over compacted, 
deep snow, with the road widened 
by snowplows. Lower tempera- 
tures kept the surface crisp, pave- 
mentlike, so we made excellent 
time. 

Last summer, we went south in 


July, back north to Anchorage in 


late October. For over 2,000 miles 
of this northbound leg, we traveled 
at maximum speed. But during 3 
days of alternate thawing and night 
freeze-over we had 600 miles of icy 
surface. 


peers the rear, convention- 
al-type tires to snow-grips, and 
driving at a cautious 20 mph we 
avoided ditching. Some drivers 
used chains, but we did not find 
them necessary. 

Some people get discouraged. 
After side-slipping with a trailer for 
2 days, one driver put his wife and 
baby on a plane outbound from 
Whitehorse. He abandoned the 
trailer, headed back to New Jersey. 
We had a rough evening in a sand- 
storm at the edge of Kluane Lake. 
In a dense brown-out, we inched 
along for a half hour before visibil- 
ity improved. That night we 
stopped at an inferior lodge—but 
far cozier than the storm. 

If you tow a trailer, summer and 
fall are recommended. The bunk- 
type have a distinct advantage for 
family travel in cutting costs of 
lodging. They offer shelter in emer- 


gency, or lodging at some point the 
party wishes to explore between 
roadhouses. (Camps, lodges, and 
inns are frequent so that if you plan 
right you should have lodging at 
hand.) 

Costs for parking trailers average 
$1 nightly at areas usually equipped 
with electric plug-ins. The Cana- 
dian government maintains camp- 
ing areas with comfort stations. 
These sites have a building for 
cooking, are desirable stopovers for 
campers who have tent equipment. 

Since this trip is international in 
scope, special regulations govern it. 
Information is easy to obtain. We 
rate The Milepost as indispensable. 
It is chockfull of facts about mile- 
age, services—gives a running com- 
mentary on the entire trip. It costs 
$1.25, or $1.60 airmail, available 
from: The Milepost, Box 457, Ca- 
thedral City, California. Most help- 
ful are the Canadian travel bureaus 
who will send you folders and maps. 
Write either the British Columbia 
Government Travel Bureau, Vic- 
toria, B. C., or the Alberta Travel 
Bureau, Legislative Building, Ed- 
monton, Alberta.

You 

snuuid carry proof of your citizen- 

ship. On the helpful side they stress 

the alertness of the Royal Canadian 

Mounted Police to aid all travelers 

in emergency or for routine guid- 
ance. 

You are expected to carry ade- 
quate money or show proof of its 
availability. With the exchange 
rate in favor of Canada, we found 
a $20 bill reduced to $19 at points 
farther north. It is estimated a 
family of four should provide 
around $1,000. This will cover a 
round trip, allowing a month for 
sight-seeing. 

How much travel time and ex- 
pense is involved? Although truck 
drivers can leave Fairbanks and 
reach Montana in about 5 days, 
this is continuous day-night travel- 
ing. The average family group will 
vary its day’s mileage. Our longest 
was 600 miles; usually we did not 
attempt over 300, often less. The 
road follows natural contours and 
valleys, is arduous and _ tiring. 
Make your schedule flexible to al- 
low for the unforeseen. 

Our costs for two for the July 
trip, one way, were $75 for gas and 
oil, $45 for food, $44 for shelter, 
totaling $164, covering 8 days. We 
could have made the trip in less 
time, spent less. Gasoline is priced 
higher because of long truck hauls. 
Highest we paid was 65c per Im- 
perial gallon at Milepost 1095 be- 
yond Dawson Creek. 

Accommodations vary. Canadi- 
an towns have the usual respect- 
able hotels, but the farther north 
the more primitive the plumbing! 
If you consult the “grapevine” you 
hear of stops with modern facilities, 
though none have private bath- 
rooms. Hot and cold running water 


will be found in this shared facility, 
except in out-of-the-way hostels. 
But a tin dipper and bucket are 
part of the adventure of this trip. 
Lodging ranges from $5 for a dou- 
ble up to $12 in Alaskan cities. 

Cafes serve wholesome, well- 
cooked food. Prices in Canada are 
lower than you would expect. But 
Alaskan prices are higher. A stack 
of pancakes with sausage, from 
$1.15 to $1.50. Full-course meals 
start at $2.50, but vou can find 
“‘specials.’’ On the other hand, at a 
remote Alaskan inn, you can pay 
$1.50 for a 39c can of spaghetti and 
meat balls garnished with slices of 
cold bread. 

When we start, we pack provi- 
sions for 2 or 3 days. If hunger 
strikes while some distance from a 
lodge, we have food to suffice. In 
addition, we provide a carton of 
canned goods, utensils, matches, 
and candles. If there’s a_ break- 
down, this would be handy. Can- 
dles can be used as a “‘space-heat- 
er,” in an emergency. 

Wearing apparel is an important 
part of travel plans. For the ladies, 
sports clothes, washables; for the 
men slacks and sport shirts. Re- 
member, Alaska summer tempera- 
tures are brisk, so add jackets for 
chilly evenings. 


Other wardrobe items are usual * 


street wear, perhaps dinner wear 
for the swanky hotels in Calgary, 
Edmonton, Vancouver, and chief 
Alaskan cities. Be sure to add rain 
gear, including footwear. The 
“land of the midnight sun” can 
surprise you with drenching rain. 
In making this trip it is not nec- 
essary to take a back seat full of 
sundries for fear you'll be caught 
short. The way points are getting

Build your way to a better garden 


To build box with the concave 
pattern, you'll need 5/4-inch 
stock, 12 inches wide. Regular 
l-inch stock is too thin. 

Taper sides to 11-inch base, 
and miter to fit. Or, use butt 
joints and metal angles to 
brace joints inside planter. 

After tapering sides, cut 
shallow kerfs on the diag- 
onals as shown. This can also 
be done with a small chisel 
for wider kerfs. 


Easiest way to cut a concave 
pattern is with radial arm 
saw. First, drill pilot hole for 
dowel where saw cuts cross. 

Then, in piece of scrap 
wood, drill another hole to 
accept the dowel. 

Dowel will act as pivot for 
turning side on saw table. 
The scrap lumber, clamped to 
saw table, will keep sides cen- 
tered while cutting is done. 


Sketch at right shows how the 
scrap lumber and dowel pro- 
vide steady pivot point while 
the concave cut is made. 
You'll need four dowels, 
2% inches long, one for each 
side. Saw will chew away most 
of dowel when the cut is made. 


When pivoting jig is in place, 
rotate sides on dowels and 
turn down setting on saw as 
you cut. 

Rotate sides slowly to avoid 
blade binding. At desired 
depth turn blade up to re- 
move stock. 

Remove dowel, coat with 
glue and reinsert to plug hole. 
You are now ready to assem- 


ble box.

Here’s how to do the job yourself 


with a minimum of money, materials, 


and sore muscles the next day... 


By Richard Nunn 


here’s no getting around it, being a concrete 
handyman is hard work. But the pounding, lifting, 
shoveling, and know-how involved in building a new 
driveway doesn’t need to frighten you out of doing 


the job yourself. 


Generally, building the forms, excavating, and 
finishing is all there is to it. For the concrete, you can 
call a dealer who has it already mixed. 

The cost? Considerably less when you furnish the 
labor. But that’s only one saving when you consider 
the time and effort spent fighting mud in the spring, 
dust in the summer, and snow in the winter on a dirt 


or cinder surface. 


Increase width of drive 3 feet at curves 






Standard width of single drive- 
way ranges from 8 to 10 feet, if 
space allows. Drive stakes at the 
width and length you want. 

Then stretch chalk line between 
them for guide for setting and align- 
ing forms. Lines must be parallel. 












Nail forms to stakes at all 
“four corners,” using chalk 
line to determine the right 
height of forms at sides. 

Inside surface of forms 
should be width of drive. 

For easier removal when 
concrete hardens, drive nails 
from inside of forms into the 
stakes, as pictured. 
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lire x 


Dig trench for forms so they'll 
extend 1 er 2 inches above the sur- 
rounding grade. 

Remove dirt several inches or so 
wider than driveway will be. This 
gives room to drive stakes into 
ground to hold the forms in place. 
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a concrete drive 





Lift and break is quickest and easiest way to remove sections 
of old concrete. You'll need a friend to run the crowbar while 
you break concrete into man-size pieces. If a friend isn’t handy, 
dig away earth under slab and chip it away, shoveling as you go 


Take time to place and align forms 


Reposition chalk line after 
you nail ends of “end” forms 
into place. Stretch it between 
two nails driven in approxi- 
mate center of forms at ends. 

Lines should be pulled as 
tight as possible and tied to 
the nails. When you're fin- 
ished, set other form boards 
il into place between end forms

Align forms to height of the 
chalk line—now fastened to 
the ends of “‘end” forms. 
Then tack them temporar- 
ily to stakes that are spaced 
about 4 feet apart and driven 
below top edge of forms. 
Where ends of forms butt 
together, drive in stake so it 
overlaps both ends.

Level forms opposite each other so they’re both at same ele- 
vation. Use straightedge to bridge forms and test with car- 
penter’s level. Six-inch slab is recommended in order to hold 
trucks with heavy loads. If trucks won't enter drive, 5-inch slab 
may give adequate service.

Rake subgrade between forms and recheck it for depth and 
level. If it’s low in some places and high in others, add fill or re- 
move excess.

Strike board should be long 
enough to bridge space be- 
tween forms with several 
inches to spare at each end. 

For proper drainage, tailor 
strike board with a 1x4 to 
produce “valley” in center of 
driveway. Here’s how: 

Saw 1x4 the length of the 
strike board in half. Nail the 
ends of board 2 inches be- 
low bottom edge of strike 
board at its center, to form a 
V-shaped “angle” in it. Nail 
ends of 1x4 to strike board. 





Ready for concrete? Then 
phone your ready-mix dealer 
and tell him the width, length, 
and depth of driveway. He'll 
estimate your needs and send 
it right to the job. 

Driver will place it; you 
shovel it between forms. 

Puddle (spade) the concrete 
along edges of forms to make 
it “dense.” For easier remov- 
al later, coat forms with old 
oil before placing concrete.

From his personal experience 
and education in the fields of psy- 
chology and physiology, Judge 
Lundberg had a pretty good idea 
of the curriculum which should be 
covered by his new school. And to 
check his own research in the mat- 
ter, he consulted with the National 
Safety Council. He also obtained 
much valuable information from 
the Traffic Institute of Northwest- 
ern University, and attended traf- 
fic highway conferences conducted 
by the American Bar Association, 
the Illinois State Bar Association, 
and the University of Illinois. 


j rt Lundberg decided that 
the curriculum of the school should 
include a means of dramatically 
impressing the students with some 
of the consequences that can result 
from violations they themselves 
have been guilty of. Moving pic- 
tures showing the hazards of every- 
day driving were secured for pres- 
entation at the school. Films on a 
variety of traffic safety subjects 
were obtained from the National 
Safety Council, insurance compa- 
nies, and various safety institutes. 

A local optometrist, Dr. A. R. 
Rochte, donates his services to the 
Tuesday night school. He brings 
along his equipment for making a 
telebinocular eye test, a measure- 
ment of how well the eyes work 
together. 

At the Park Ridge Safety School 
you will find a good share of teen- 
age drivers—the majority of the 
students are under 25—because 
youthful traffic offenders are more 
numerous, and because Judge 
Lundberg feels that there’s more 
chance of reforming young drivers. 


The nation’s educators have long 
been aware of the need for better 
driver training. Norman Key, sec- 
retary of the National Commission 
on Safety Education of the Nation- 
al Education Association, says that 
driver education is a dual program | 
of self-guidance and self-protection 
training for the youthful driver. 
Through such a program says Key, 
youths “‘develop social competence 
and concern for the safety of 
others.” 

But Key, along with most other 
educators, feels our driver educa- 
tion is falling short of the mark, 
quality-wise and quantity-wise. Of 
2,000,000 youths who each year be- 
come legally eligible to drive, ac- 
cording to Key, only about 800,000 
receive formal driver training, and 
the remaining 1,200,000 are al- 
lowed to operate vehicles without 
adequate preparation. 

Mr. Key feels that traffic is so 
complex that it is absolutely essen- 
tial for new drivers to be taught safe 
habits and practices before being 
given the driving privilege: 

The Park Ridge Traffic Safety 
School is an immediate answer to a 
wide-spread problem. Its aim is to 
remedy driving defects that could 
cause injuries and deaths. And 
Park Ridge has proved it can be 
done.

Identity and strength of drugs must 
be carefully checked. What’s in a 
name? Maybe life or death, where 
drugs are concerned. Mercurous 
chloride is ordinary calomel; mer- 
curic chloride a violent poison. 
Every prescription is double- 
checked, virtually each step of the 
process repeated before release to 
the customer. 

Some prescriptions require sev- 
eral ingredients that must be 
measured precisely, weighed, heat- 
ed, chilled, or even subjected to 
a manufacturing process. The 
pharmacist must prepare a label 
containing the prescription num- 
ber, date, name, and address of 
patient and doctor, and how-to- 
take directions. Record-keeping is 
important. Suppose a child swal- 
lows a handful of tablets from an 
old, forgotten bottle. Are the tab- 
lets harmless or dangerous? If 
there’s-a prescription number on 
the bottle, a call to the pharmacy 
that dispensed the drug—maybe 
many years before—will instantly 
give the attending doctor the in- 
formation he needs for emergency 
treatment. A pharmacist’s careful 
records may suddenly become im- 
portant in wholly unexpected 
ways. He needs a little of your 
time, when filling your prescrip- 
tion, to keep his records complete 
and accurate. 


After it’s filled —read it! 


The only part of your prescrip- 
tion that you should read carefully 
is the part that appears on the 
label. It tells you important things. 
The signature of your prescription 
(written Sig., or just S.) contains 
the doctor’s directions to the pa- 


tient. Here, for instance, you may 
see a mysterious “b.i.d.” notation, 
which on the pharmacist’s label 
turns out to be “twice a day.” 

Does it make any difference 
whether you take your medicine at 
bedtime, before or after meals, or 
at other specified times? Yes, some- 
times it does. Certain drugs may ir- 
ritate the stomach lining unless 
taken right after a meal. Others 
may be prescribed to relax the 
stomach before eating. Usually, 
drugs are absorbed more rapidly 
on an empty stomach, more slow- 
ly after eating. Some drugs are de- 
signed to dissolve in the stomach, 
or smali intestine, or large bowel, 
and some have built-in mechan- 
isms for slow release. Follow the 
directions! 

Note that your prescription tells 


-you how to take your medicine, but 


not why. Maybe it’s “‘good for” a 
sore throat, but your doctor may 
have prescribed it for an illness in 
which sore throat is a minor symp- 
tom. You may never have that 
particular illness again. If you do, 
a fresh prescription is none too 
good f6r you and your family. So 
it’s good housekeeping, and good 
sense, to discard the dribs and 
drabs of old prescriptions that have 
served their purpose (dispose of 
them safely, not where youngsters 
can sample them). 


Get a bonus from your 
prescriptions 

Check the date on prescriptions 
you are not currently using, or on 
leftovers you have thriftily hoarded.

give it space on the medicine shelf. 
The dating idea, adapted from 
prescriptions as a kind of family 
health bonus, is a smart one to ap- 
ply to your purchases of common 
nonprescription drugs. Put the 
purchase date on the container or 
keep a record of it. Some drugs de- 
teriorate with age, some get strong- 
er, some weaker—bad, however 
you look at it. If you have any 
doubt about what to keep, and 
what to replace or throw out, ask 
your pharmacist. Often his advice 
can save you money. Some medi- 
cine-chest items should be bought 
in smallest sizes, but more often, 
for best effectiveness. Others that 
you use often, or that are very 
stable, are more economical in 
large-size packages. Always keep 
containers closed, bottle caps and 
corks tightly sealed. Even drugs of 
great stability may deteriorate if 
exposed to air and moisture. 


Oh yes, there are some 
complaints 


Certain complaints and miscon- 
ceptions about drugs arise, often 
from lack of information or under- 
standing of legal and ethical safe- 
guards that surround the sale of 
potent drugs, for the patient’s own 
best interests. Here are some: 

The pharmacist won't refill a pre- 
scription. He will unless there are 
excellent reasons why he must or 
should not. Federal law forbids the 
refilling of prescriptions containing 
certain potent drugs. For medical 
reasons, a physician may mark any 
prescription “‘not to be refilled”’ or 
he may limit the number of refills. 
The pharmacist’s expert know- 
ledge may warn him that a refill 
would be unwise or dangerous in a 
particular situation. 

The pharmacist won't tell you what 
drugs are in a prescription or what they 
do. He has no right to. Professional 
relationships between physician 
and pharmacist are confidential. 
The physician knows the patient 
and his illness; the pharmacist 
knows the drugs, but not necessari- 
ly the doctor’s purpose in prescrib- 
ing the drug. 

The doctor prescribes only a few cap- 
sules instead of a long-lasting supply. 
Perhaps he wants to observe im- 
mediate reactions; he may expect 
to shift to a different drug; a few 
capsules may do the job; leftovers 
may be dangerous; drugs are 
standardized but reactions of pa- 
tients are not—a thousand fine dis- 
criminations of medical judgment 
affect the doctor’s decision. A pre- 
scription specifies the amount of a 
drug the pharmacist is to deliver. 

You could buy a prescribed drug over 
the counter more cheaply if the doctor 
would only tell you the name of it. In 
general, drugs of greatest potency 
are restricted to prescription sales 
for protection of patient and public 
against misuse. Yet many valuable 
drugs can be bought over the 
counter and a physician often does 
tell a patient to do so. A prescribed 
drug, regardless of ingredients, is 
importantly different from drugs 
for the general public. The doctor

other woody plants with malathion 
to control young oyster-shell scale while these pests are most 
vulnerable. Look for evidence of borers in lilacs, dogwood, 
and birches—sawdust at bases of plants is the tip-off. De- 
stroy pests by probing hole with wire or by injecting carbon 
bisulfide and plugging holes with mud. . . . Cut the brown 
flower heads off lilacs but be sure not to injure the new 


shoots just below each old bloom. . . . Feed all shrubs to 
encourage good growth and development of flower buds for 
next spring. 


Fill in vacant spots in the rose bed with potted roses or add 
where color is needed. Dust or spray roses with a multipur- 
pose rose pesticide every 7 to 10 days. 

Annuals and perennials: Stake and tie tall perennials and 
annuals to prevent them from being bent over by wind and 
rain. .. . Keep after weeds every 7 days during the month 
for easier control later. Cultivate shallowly. . . . Have DDT 
or malathion on hand to start spraying or dusting gladiolus 
every 7 days as soon as leaves reach 6 inches high. . . . Shear 
violas back to half their height when they start to look leggy. 
This renews bloom in summer. 

Potted plants: Move ficus, oleander, and other tender 
tubbed plants to the outdoor living area. . . . Check plants in 
containers daily for water needs. . . . Repot older plants that 
have outgrown their containers. 

Lawns: Finish weeding the lawn with 2,4-D or by hoe. . .. 
Keep after the crabgrass with one of the new crabgrass 
chemicals. . . . Give lawn a second spring feeding, if you are 
not using one of the new long-lasting lawn foods. 

Continue to plant beans, beets, tomatoes, cucumbers, and 
sweet corn. 


Seath and Seutheast Shrubs: Give camellias and 


azaleas their last feeding be-

Texas and Southwest Lawns: Sow hulled Bermuda

with leaf-spot disease and burn. . . . Sow balsam, calliopsis, 
gaillardia, marigold, portulaca, tithonia, and other heat- 
resistant annuals. . . .

Vegetables: Sow seed of okra, lima beans, sweet corn, 
carrots, and other vegetables. . . .

... Watch for red-spider damage underneath azalea leaves. 
Spray with malathion or other miticide, or direct forceful 
spray of water from the hose, each day for 5 to 7 days... .

Elephant-ears: Plant directly outside when 
soil is warm, or start plants inside first in a 
mixture of half peat and half soil. 

Choose ‘spot where plants will get some 
shade and protection from winds. Allow lots 





of growing space—plants may grow 5 feet. 
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When new shoots are 6 or 8 inches above soil 
line, pull in soil to finish filling hole. This de- 
layed filling helps dahlias get fast start. 

Feed dahlias with balanced plant food such 
as 6-10-4, Plants will withstand heat well. But 
they use lots of water, so check them often. 


To get more flowers and bushier plants, pinch 
back young plants to the second or third set of 
leaves while they are still small. Small-flow- 
ered dahlias don’t require pinching. 

When frost blackens tops, dig and clean 
clump, being careful not to damage the fat 
storage roots. Divide clump with a sharp knife, 
giving each storage root a section of stem. 

Store new divisions in dry sand, peat, or 
vermiculite in a dry, cool place. 





As you can see here, even a young plant gives 
a bold, vigorous effect. Elephant-ears grow 
best when they get lots of water—regularly. 

Dig and cut off tops after first fall frost. 
Store clumps, without removing the soil, in a 
cool basement or other frost-free place.

assumes professional responsibility 
when he signs a prescription. He 
gives important how-to-take di- 
rections, specifies exact dosage and 
combinations of ingredients, for 
one particular patient, not for just 
anybody. The pharmacist puts di- 
rections on the label and assumes 
responsibility that the medicine is 
exactly what the doctor ordered. A 
prescription includes important 
professional! services in addition to 
the drug. 

Prescriptions cost too much. Rela- 
tively expensive prescriptions tend 
to be for antibiotics, hormones, and 
newer drugs that cure or arrest dis- 
ease in ways impossible a decade or 
so ago. It’s human to remember 
the cost of -a drug that may have 
prevented a serious illness before it 
really got started, or even an opera- 
tion that never happened. It 
might surprise you to know that 62 
percent of prescriptions cost $2 or 
less. In 1954, the average cost of a 
prescription was $2.27. The ex- 
pensive ones, costing $5 or more, 
amounted to less than 7 percent of 
all prescriptions filled. It costs the 
average pharmacy from 75 cents to 
$1 just to fill the simplest prescrip- 
tion, quite apart from cost of in- 
gredients. Many of our most im- 
portant drugs, such as antibiotics, 
can’t be put together by the phar- 
macist from simple ingredients. 
Their production requires com- 
plex equipment and intricate con- 
trols for processing raw materials 
through numerous critical stages of 
manufacture. Averaged out, we 
citizens spend about $6.50 per 
year for a little more than 24 pre- 
scriptions per person. 


How to choose a pharmacist 


A good pharmacist is proud of 
his profession, and the store he 
owns or works in shows it. The pre- 
scription department is separated 
from store traffic, perhaps behind 
glass; clean, orderly, well lighted. 
Licenses and certificates are plain- 
ly displayed. Symbols of his profes- 
sion are visible. The outside of his 
store carries dignified signs em- 
phasizing his profession: words 
such as “drugs,” “prescriptions,” 
“RR,” “sickroom supplies,” “phar- 
macist,” and so on. It is a good 
sign if he displays his own name or 
the names of his associates. At 
least one clean, well-lighted win- 
dow usually is reserved, in whole or 
in part, for displays of drugs and 
sickroom needs. 

A good pharmacist knows in his 
heart that many of his patrons are 
weighed down with anxieties and 
troubles and burdens of family ill- 
ness. He is courteous and friendly 
and ready to give of his profession- 
al knowledge to clients who some- 
times feel, quite wrongly, that their 
questions may sound foolish. His 
store is the community’s health 
supply center and, like a family 
doctor, a pharmacist expects now 
and then to be routed from bed in 
the dead of night by an emergency 
call for some medicine that is 
desperately needed at some lonely 
bedside. 

And he’s pretty proud of it.

Plain dirt 
dardener.

June I “What's the matter? Are 
you sick or something?” says I to 
Maggie, as I came down the stairs 
this bright but chilly morning. 

I could smell the breakfast bacon 
from the kitchen. That little wom- 
an had things going before I 
awakened. Usually, I’m into the 
morning paper before she appears. 

It must be just because it is 
June. Anyhow, on the dining-room 
table she had a low, wide bowl 
filled with pansy blossoms floating 
on water. In a tall vase, she had 
some buds of Charlotte Armstrong 
roses. 

Afterward, when I took a look 
outside, I saw that some of my 
Umbellatum or Candlestick lilies 
were open. I see bloom on Royal 
Carpet alyssum from plants set out 
last month. 


June 2 Tonight I swung the hoe 
in the big west rose bed. “‘Half a 
row, half a row, half a row on- 
ward,” I kept muttering. 

Well, I cleaned up nine rows in 
that bed. Only six more rows to go. 
By the time I finish, it will be time 
to start in all over again. Besides, 
the mums need weeding and our 
ripe strawberry crop is poor. 

Hurray! Several of my Prima 
Donna petunias broke out into 
bloom today. There is still time 
to buy plants of this 1955 All 
America winner, if anybody wants 
a little treasure this summer. 

After supper, Maggie and -I 
drove over to see how Donald’s 
gardening is coming along. He led 
me out to where beans and pota- 
toes have been planted and where 
his sweet corn is coming up. Showed 


me his lawn, looking somewhat 
sad. 

“I'd rather grow vegetables in 
the back than fuss with flowers 
and things up front,” he said. 
Whereupon I scolded him dread- 
ful-like. 


June & Got out and busy at main- 
tenance work tonight. For this I 
armed myself with assorted prun- 
ing, lopping, and hedge shears, 
and pruning saw. I was just cut- 
ting off limbs and twigs grown out 
of bounds and the like. 

*‘Why, I can see the roses now,” 
called Maggie from the kitchen 
window where she was getting sup- 
per. I had cut out some of those 
branches which had been hamper- 
ing her vista view. 


June 10 Out with lopping shears, 
again, pruning off some stray 
limbs hanging over the drive, 
when our long-time neighbor wan- 
dered over to visit. Wanted to 
know whether to enter the Better 
Homes & Gardens Home Improve- 
ment Contest. I told him he didn’t 
have anything to lose, and orated 
at length about the permanent 
value of trees and shrubs. Told him 
to just keep his eye on the ideas in 
each issue of the magazine and he 
would make progress. 


June 11 When I was right in the 
middle of mowing the back yard, 
it began to rain. Then it quit and 
I went on mowing again. I don’t 
like to mow grass when it is wet, 
but we are looking for visitors to 
see our roses tomorrow and the 
place has to be in good shape. 
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Sir Scratch took off after a menacing stranger he spied in the vegetable 


patch. “I'was the scarecrow I had put up to protect the new sweet corn 
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I’ve been taking some new pictures 
of my new Mid-Century Hybrid lilies 


June 12 Well, this was our annual 
rose garden visiting day and a 
number of people stopped at our 
place. 

Everybody wanted to know if I 
had Circus in bloom. Thank good- 
ness, I did—two open flowers and 
one bud on one of the two plants I 
set out this spring. They “oh’d 
and ah’d” over all my other varie- 
ties, too, I’m proud to say. 

A peculiar thing was that so 
many liked some of the old, obso- 
lete varieties that I’ve had growing 
in one bed for nearly 25 years now. 
I had to tell folks that I didn’t 
know anywhere they could get 
some of these any more. 


June 14 A belated shipment of 
new mums came in and I planted 
them alongside others in the bed. 
I gave those planted earlier a pinch- 
ing out of the tips. This makes the 
plants bush out instead of growing 
too tall and straggling. I usually 
pinch back again in July, for the 
last time. 

I need more Memorial daisies 
for next year. These are through 
blooming by now. So I cut the 
bloom stalks off a big, thrifty 
clump and pulled it apart into di- 
visions. These I set out in rows in 
one end of the mum bed. By fall 
they will grow into good clumps. 
This process can be applied to a 
good many perennials about now, 
to increase one’s supply. 

My dahlias are up and coming, 
so I hoed around them and pulled 
in soil to fill up the space I had left 
in planting. After this, I cultivated 
with the wheel hoe, 


June 15“ Twas a useful summer 
evening, as the old PDG’s work 
was done.

Nothing exciting. Dusted the 
roses with a general-purpose dust. 
Gave beans a peppering of rote- 
none to get rid of Mexican bean 
beetles.

All of the six 
varieties I planted last fall are in 
bloom now. I’ve been making color 
pictures of them. They are vigor- 

ous, have enormous blooms.

surge in building of lodges. Dawson 
Creek is a favorite spot for last-min- 
ute checking of hard-to-get items. 
Baby food is on that list. 

A check list of emergency sup- 
plies should include the following:

But a ’dozer crew took us in tow, 
pulled us out to firm ground. 

Judgment of driving speed pays 
off. High speed in loose gravel re- 
sults in skidding; the gravel also 
causes blowouts due to friction. It 
is wise to Carry two extra tires, with 
a repair kit. 

Some people cover the underside 
of the gas tank with rubber pad- 
ding to protect against gravel. We 
had no mishap with this, but along 
the Grand Prairie section we re- 
ceived a 34-inch pit in the wind- 
shield from a rock flung by tires of 
a passing car. 

Northbound via Edmonton, you 
could expect these highlights, and 
more: 

The approach from Kingsgate 
carries you through Cranbrook, 
Fernie, Michel, and other hamlets 
to give you a glimpse of Canadian 
mining towns. You _ continue 
through the farmlands of Alberta 
rich with grain and livestock; Cal- 
gary, home of the famous Stam- 
pede; and Edmonton, scene of an 
oil boom, seat of government. 

Athabasca offers a real frontier 
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atmosphere, where miners and 
trappers mingle with tourists. 

Beyond comes the long stretch to 
the Northland. From Edmonton to 
High Prairie there are still unpeo- 
pled miles. You gaze upon dozens 
of peaks unknown to the foot of 
man; see wildlife on trails opening 
through the woodside; see horizons 
flecked with ducks and geese; pass 
sparkling creeks and rivers, pene- 
trate dense forests of alder, aspen, 
and birch. 

Beyond Dawson Creek in the 
Peace River country you cross the 
longest bridge of the journey, a 
$4,000,000 suspension span 2,130 
feet long. 

Suddenly, the signs of frontier 
life become more numerous. You 
note Indians smoking fish, laying 
in a supply for the long winter. 
Youngsters bicycle along the high- 
way, to and from_ provincial 
schools. Bell-wearing horses graze 
under the trees. You see oil rigs 
pulled up alongside a road that 
traverses a fur-bearing paradise. 

The 600 miles between Fort Nel- 
son and Whitehorse have ample 
way stops. At Whitehorse you trav- 
el through the historic past of the 
gold rush, “Sam McGee,” Yukon 
steamers, Floradora girls. 

The last lap of 600 miles now 
separates you from Fairbanks. En 
route (open summers only) is the 
side road to Haines, Alaska, a 
beautiful seaport at which passen- 
ger steamers make contact. 

At Milepost 1318, Tok Junction, 
you have the option of a side trip to 
Anchorage. Noted for its amazing 
growth, jam-packed Anchorage, 
the wonder-child of the Territory 
is strategically located on Cook In- 
let, 328 miles from ‘“Tok,” via the 
Glenn Highway. Gaudy but glam- 
orous, its wooden buildings are 
being crowded out by today’s steel- 
concrete construction. 

Or, after covering the 200-odd 
miles from Tok to Fairbanks, sight- 
seers tour the University of Alaska 
campus, watch a huge gold dredge 
in action, look at prehistoric mas- 
todon remains. From Fairbanks a 
trip via Circle Hot Springs takes 
the traveler into the Arctic Circle. 


‘Thee are other side trips. One 
to the Kenai Peninsula beyond 
Anchorage, through Ninilchik, 
Clam Gulch, and other towns toa 
magnificent wilderness area which 
is the home of the biggest moose 
herds in the world. Or a drive to 
Seward on breath-taking Resur- 
rection Bay, point of historic ex- 
plorations. Or the road to Valdez 
on Prince William Sound, a trip 
through rugged mountain scenery. 

Many tourists believe that the 
most awe-inspiring views are en- 
countered on the approach to An- 
chorage. Some 150 miles from this 
“biggest city north of Edmonton,” 
the grandeur becomes more pro- 
nounced, the glaciers more fre- 
quent, the giants sharper in outline. 

Cameras and film will be used 
all the way. Especially color, for the 
long daylight hours extend the 
range of such picture taking. 

Much of Alaska not yet reached 
by gas and gravel prompts many 
a tourist to park his car at an air- 
port, take a quick package flight to 
distant regions, like Nome, Kotze- 
bue, or Kodiak.

Three 
mountain grades, Trutch, Steam- 
boat, and Sheep are worthy of 
mention as such, but the driver 
swishes over these in high gear. 
“Goose-pimply”’ precipices, how- 
ever, can be found on the Hart 
route, on that sector of the Fraser 
River known as ‘‘the Canyon.” 

If you can make this trip along 
the ridge pole of the world, you’ll 
find it unforgettable—a link be- 
tween the America you have al- 
ways known, and its Territory, a 
land of the future. 

Your senses will sharpen, your 
mind expand as you probe north 
into this fascinating frontier. You'll 
follow the footsteps of courageous, 
persevering army engineers and 
men, who on that bleak September 
day in 1942 welded the road to- 
gether at Contact Creek. 

The road is there for the taking 
—for those who are willing to tol- 
erate a few inconveniences and a 
few long stretches of monotonous 
driving.

good boatman takes chances with 
squalls. 

Keep a sharp eye peeled on those 
hot hazy days. Squalls sometimes 
sneak up unseen in the haze—in 2 
minutes or less. 

But if you ever do get caught in 
high wind, seat your passengers on 
the floor. It it’s really bad, lower 
your anchor carefully (never throw 
an anchor out; the rope may be 
tangled in someone’s foot), and get 
down on the floor yourself. If water 
splashes in over the bow, move 
more weight toward the stern. This 
will lift the bow higher and keep 
the waves out. 

With an outboard motor you’re 
in better shape to face a storm. 
Head into it at slow speed and 
cruise it out. Work ashore quickly 
if you can (today’s fine little out- 
board boats will run up on any 
sheltered beach). 

A word about the kids. Special 
note: in canoes as in all boats, small 
children, whether they swim or 
not, should always wear life vests. 
This is a firm rule among all 
veteran yachtsmen. 

And there’s a good reason: even 
a good swimmer, once overboard, 
can quickly be separated from 
your craft, especially if wind is 
blowing. It may take you some 
time to maneuver back to him. 

But don’t let this precaution 
make you nervous. Children quick- 
ly become surefooted, and in 
years of sailing the author has 
never seen (or known of) a child 
who fell overboard. However, it 
can happen and the life vest gives 
you great peace of mind. 

This is just one more of the time- 
tested, common-sense rules that have 
made boating the safest mass sport in 
the world!

‘Tommy, come out and play in 
your sand pile with me,’” will 
tickle young Tommy if there is a 
red puppy in the neighborhood 
who likes to share his sandbox. 

And “a little boy named Jacky 
and a little girl called Sandie” 
(just the same age as Tommy and 
his playmate Bonnie) will be good 
for many an evening of chuckle- 
rousing adventures. “Jacky and 
Sandie” can go to the store with 
their mothers, go to the beach on a 
family picnic, race to see who 
finishes supper first—and your 
Tommy will nod knowingly be- 
cause he himself has done all these 
things. 

Also the fictitious “Jacky and 
Sandie” stories can be woven into 
examples of admirable behavior or 
praise for accomplishment. 


Stories, either read or told, will 
stimulate your youngster’s imag- 
ination and spur his curiosity. It 
may seem that your child has more 
than enough of these two qualities 
as it is, but-without imagination 
and curiosity developed to a high 
degree, no intelligence can be used 
to its fullest capability. 

As your child reaches school age, 
stories several chapters in length 
may be read in serial form—an in- 
stallment each night until it is 
finished. Anticipating the contin- 
uation of a story can be a powerful 
inducement to get ready for bed.” 

Often your little one will inter- 
rupt the story with a question. 
Take time to answer him. Some- 
times the questions may be trivial 
but, by treating them seriously, 
you will be building between you 
and your child the important and 
permanent bridge of freedom of 
communication. He will know he 
can bring his questions to you and 
that you will answer them to the 
best of your ability. 

By the time your child has 
learned to read his own books and 
your made-up stories no longer in- 
terest him, the period before bed- 
time will have become a favorite 
occasion for confidential discus- 
sions between you. 

These sessions may continue un- 
til your child reaches his teens, per- 
haps not regularly, but whenever 
your boy or girl feels the need to 
talk over something with an under- 
standing parent. 

What rich rewards from such a 
simple investment, of time and 
love, as the bedtime story!

Fabrics with new, nontar- 
nish metallic yarns (often 
coated with protective film) 
may go into your washer. 
Use a mild soap, the water 
temperature recommended 
for fabric in which yarn is 
used, and short wash time. 
Metallic-printed fabrics are 
best hand-washed in warm 
water with mild soap or light- 
duty synthetic detergent. 


Embossed or glazed finishes 
on cottons (seersucker, chintz) 
are machine washable. To be 
sure, check garment hang tag. 
Wash in warm water and 
soap or synthetic detergent 
for 3 mintues, rinse, spin-dry. 
Avoid unnecessary crush- 
ing and abrasion, chlorine 
bleach. Dry embossed fabrics 
in dryer on high heat. Skip 
ironing — it flattens design. 


Little Leaguer’s shirts get 
a rough workout, may have 
telltale perspiration odors 
even after thorough washing.

Cut gains for hinges in both door and jamb after jamb is 
properly fitted. You may have to drive wedges between 
jamb and studs until opening coincides with door. Then 
apply wall covering, and hang the door. 

The striker plate in the jamb is fitted after the door has 
been hung. The right height above the floor for the door- 


knob is about 36 inches.

Nale driving

Det's face it—night driving is dan- 
gerous. A great help in preventing 
accidents is the new sealed-beam 
headlight, made for both 6- and 
12-volt systems. It adds 80 feet to 
your vision, even on the low beam. 

This is but part of the answer to 
cutting down accidents. Safe driv- 
ing practices are the most impor- 
tant factor. 

Here’s how experienced night 
drivers minimize accident risks: 

1. Get the most out of lights. 
In foggy or rainy weather, use the 
low beam; it deflects light down 
onto the road. Light beams striking 
a curtain of fog or rain reflect light 
back into your face. 

2. Be sure windshield is 
clean, inside and out. 

3. Don’t wear tinted glasses 
at night. They may cut glare, but 
they also reduce vision. 

4. Keep youreyes on the right 
shoulder when vehicles approach. 

5. Always dim your lights, 
ie the other fellow does or 

- Don’t click them to high to 
pet even’’—you’ll be courting an 
accident. 

6. Slow down for oncoming 
ears when they’re near. Remem- 


» ber, you have a distinct blind spot 
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for a few seconds and cannot see 
your side of the road. 

7. Keep instrument lights 
low for better vision. 

8. Turn on dome light inside 
ear if you break down on highway 
and can’t pull off to safe spot. Also, 
leave left turn-indicator signal 
flashing so cars will be sure to pass 
you on the left. Many accidents 
happen because approaching driv- 
ers see taillight of stalled car and 
think it is in motion. 


9. Watch approaches to urban 
areas, traffic arteries, built-up com- 
munities, congested spots, curves, 
intersections, bridges, and railroad 
crossings.
